My dear Romanes — I feel it very difficult to offer any useful 
'criticism on what you have written about Darwin, because, 
although it does not quite please me, I cannot exactly say how 
I think it might be improved. My own way is to write and re- 
write things, until by some sort of instinctive process they ac- 
quire the condensation and symmetiy which satisfies me. And 
I really could not say how my original drafts are improved 
until they somehow improve themselves. 

Two things however strike me. I think there is too much 
of the letter about Henslow. I should be disposed to quote only 
the most characteristic passages. 

The other point is that I think strength would be given to 
your panegyric by a little pruning here and there. 

I am not likely to take a low view of Darwin’s position in 
the history of science, but I am disposed to think that Buff on 
and Lamarck would run him hard in both genius and fertility. 
In breadth of view and in extent of knowledge these two men 
were giants, though we are apt to forget their services. Von 
Bar was another man of the same stamp; Cuvier, in a somewhat 
lower rank, another; and J, Muller another. 

” Colossal ” does not seem to me to be the right epithet for 
Darwin’s intellect. He had a clear rapid intelligence, a great 
memory, a vivid imagination, and what made his greatness was 
the strict subordination of all these to his love of truth. 

But you will be tired of my carping, and you had much 
better write what seems right and just to yourself, — Ever yours 
very faithfully, T. H. Huxley.

Lastly, he was thinking over the obiluaiy notice of Dar- 
win which he had undertaken to write for the Royal So- 
ciety— though it did not appear till 1888— that on F. Balfour

Dy.spcpsia and the hypoehoiidriaeal 
depression which follows in its Irain, a.i;ain atlaehed I hixley 
as they had attacked him twelve years Ijefore, Ihottph this 
lime the physical misery was ])erhaps loss. II is energy was 
sapped; when liis official woik was over, he could linrdly 
1)1 ing himself to renew the investigations in which he had 
always delighted. "^I'o sloop over the microscope was a 
piiysical discomfoil; he began to ilevote himself more ex- 
clusively to the reading of jihilosophy and critical theology. 
This was the lime of which Sir M. l''oslct writes that “ there 
was something working in him which made his hand, when 
turned to anatomical science, .so heavy that he could not 
lift it. Not even that which was so strong within him, 
the duty of fulfilling a promi.se, could bring him to the 
work.” 

Up to the beginning of October, he went on with Iii.s 
official work, the lectures at .South Kensington, the busine.ss 
as President of the Royal Society, and c.r oOirio 'ri-uslee of 
the llritish Museum; the duties connected with the In- 
spectorship of lM.sliciie.s, the City and (iuilds 'rechnical 
Education Committee, and the University of London, and 
delivered the opening address at the T.ondon TIo.spital Medi- 
cal School, on "The Stale and the Medical Profession” 
{Coll hss, iii. 323)1 his health meanwhile growing less and 
less .satisfactory. He dropjied minor offices, such as the 
Presidency of the National Association of Science Teach- 
70 
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crSj which;^ he considered, needed more careful supervision 
than he was able to give, and meditated retiring from part 
at least of his main duties, when he was ordered abroad 
at a momcnt*s notice for first one, then another, and yet a 
third period of two months* But he did not definitely re- 
tire until this rest had proved ineffectual to fit him again 
for active work. 

The President of the Royal Society is, as mentioned 
above, an ex ofTicio Trustee of the British Museum, so that 
now, as again in 1888, circumstances at length brought 
about the state of affairs which Huxley had once indicated — 
halbjcstingly — to Robeit Lowe, who imiuired of him what 
would be the best course to adopt with respect to the Natural 
Histoiy collections of the British Museum: — Make me a 
Trustee and Flower director/* At this moment, the ques- 
tion of an official residence for the Director of the Natural 
History Museum was under discussion with the Treasury, 
and he writes ; —

Mr. Ashby writes like a man who knows what he is talking 
about. liis exposition appears to me to be essentially sound 
and cxtiemely well put I wish thcie were mote sanitary offi- 
cers of the same stamp.

JU^tween Apiil and September, Fishery business took 
him out of London for no less than foity-thrcc days, first 
to Cornwall, then in May to Urixham, in June to Cum- 
berland and Yorkshire, in July to Chester, and in Sep- 
lcml)er to South Levon, Cornwall, and Wales, A few 
extracts from his letters home may be given.

But I contrived to 
make a neat and appropriate ” in presenting old Hird with his 
testimonial, Fayrcr and I were students uiuler him forty years 
ago, and as we stood together it was a question which was the 
greyest old chap. 

April 14. — T have almost given up reading the Egyptian 
news, I am so disgusted with the whole business, I saw several 
pieces of land to let for building purposes about Falmouth, but 
did not buy any, (This was to twit liis wife with her constant 
desire llial he should buy a bit of land in the country to settle 
upon in their old age,) 

April 18. — 'You don*t say when you go back, so I direct this 
to Rogate. T shall expect to see you quite set up. We must 
begin to think seriously about getting out of the hurly-burly a 
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year or two hence, and having an Indian summer together in 
peace and quietness. 

Apiil 15, Sunday, Falmouth, — I went out at ten o'clock tliis 
moining, and did not get hack till near seven. Hut I got a cup 
of tea and some hi cad and lull ter in a countiy village, and by the 
help of that and many jiipes siqipoited nature. H'lieie was a 
hitter cast wind blowing, Inil the day wa.s lovely otherwise, and 
by judicious dodging in coves and creeks and sandy hays, I 
^escaped tlic wind and absoibed a prodigious quantity of sun- 
shine. 

I took a volume of the Decline and Fidl of the Roman Um- 
pire with me. I had not read the famous 15th and idth ehapteis 
for ages, and I lay on the sands ami eujnyetl them propeily. A 
lady came and spoke to me as T leturned, who knew L, at 
Oxfoid very well — can’t iccollect her name— iiud her fathei and 
mothci are here, and 1 have just lieen spending an lioui with 
them. Also a man who sat by me at dinner knew me fioiu 
Jack's portrait. So niy incognito is not very good. I feel (juite 
set up by my day’s wanderings. 

May n, Tot quay, — We went over to Hrixham yesterday to 
hold an inquiry, getting back here to an eight-o’clock or neaier 
nine dinner. . . . Dalliousic has discoveied that the olficer now 
in command of the Urilannia is somebody wliom lie does not 
know, so he gave up going to Part mouth and agrci'd to have a 
lazy day hcie. It is the most cxiiuisite suiiimer weather you can 
imagine, and 1 have been basking in the sun all the morning 
and dreamily looking over the view of the lovely bay which is 
looking its best — hut take it all round it does not come up to 
Lynion. Dalhousie is more likeable than ever, and 1 am just 
going out for a stroll witli him. 

June 24.— I left Kc.swick this morning for C’ockennoutli, 
took the chair at my meeting punctually at twelve, sat six mortal 
houis listening to evidence, nine-tenths of which was super- 
(luous— and turning my lawyer faculty to account in sifting the 
grains of fact out of the olhtM tenth. 

June 25, Leeds,-— . . . Wc had a long drive to a village called 
Harewood on the Wburfe, There is a big Lord live.n there— 
Earl of Harewood — and he and his ancestors must have laken 
great care of their tenants, for the labourers’ hoiuses are the best 
I ever saw. . . . T cut out the cncln.sed fiom the Standard the 
other day to amuse you, hut have forgotten to send it before.'*' 

* Apparently announcing that he was about to accoju a titlo, I 
have not been able to tiace the paiiigruph. 
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I think wc will be '' Maikishcs,” the lower guides arc getting 
common. 

June 27. — ... I had a long day's inspection of the Wharfc 
yesterday, attended a meeting of the landed piopiietors at Otlley 
to tell them what they must do if they would get salmon up 
their liver. . . . 

I shall leave here to-moriow moining, go on to Skipton, 
whence seven or eight miles’ diivc will take me to Linton where 
there is an oksti net ion in the river I want to sec. In the after- 
noon I shall come home ft 0111 Skipton, but I don’t know exactly 
by what train. As fai as I see, 1 ought to be home by about 
10.30, and you may have something light foi supper, as the 
course of ti ne feeding is not likely to run smooth ” — to- 
morrow. 

In August he went again to the cornci of Surrey which 
he had enjoyed so imieli the yeai l)cforc. Here, in the 
intervals of suffeiing under the hands of the dentist, he 
worked at prcpaiing a new edition of the Kleinentary 
IMiysiology with Sir M. J‘'ostcr, alternating with fresh 
studies in critical theology. 

T\\c following Ictteis rellect his occui)ations at this time, 
together with his desire, strongly combated l)y his friend, of 
resigning the Presidency of the Uijyal Society immediately.

That being so, it seems to me that I must, willy-nilly, give up

— J sweai by all the gods that aic not mine, nothing shall induce 
me to apply to the Tieasuiy foi anything but tlie pound of llesh 
to which I am entitled.

1 have had a long letter from Donnelly. He had told Lord 
Carling foul of my plans, and incloses a Icttei from Lord Car- 
lingford lo him, trnsiing I will not hastily decide, and with some 
])ictly pliiases al)oul “ suppoit and honour I give to the School. 
Donnelly is very anxious I should hold on to the School, if only 
as Dean, and wants me in any case to take two months’ holiday 
at Christmas. Of course he looks on the R.S. as the loot of all 
evil. Foster per conira looks on the School as the deuce, but 
would have me stick l)y the Royal Society like grim death. 

The only moral obligation that weighs with me is tliat which 
I feel under, to deal fairly by Donnelly and the School You 
must not argue against this, as lightly or wrongly I am certain 
that if I deseitcd the School hastily, or if 1 did not do all that 
1 can lo requite Donnelly for the plucky way in which he has 
stood by it and me for Ihe last do/en years, I should ncvci shake 
off the feeling that T had behaved badly And as I am much 
given lo brooding over my misdeeds, I don’t want you to in- 
crease the number of my liell-hounds.

The “Indian stinuiier “ ^ to which he looked forward 
was not to be reached without passing through a season 
of more than cquinociial stoinis and tempests. His caieer 
had leached its highest point only to be tlireatencd with 
a speedy close. He himself did not expect moic than two 
or tluce years’ longei lease of life, and went by easy stages 
to Venice, whcic he spent eight days. “ No place,” he 
wiites, “could he hettei fitted for a poor devil as sick in 
body and mind as 1 was when I got there.” 

Venice itself (he wiitcs to Dr. Eostet) just suited me, I 
cliaitercd a capital gondolier, and spent most of my tunc explor- 
ing the Eagoous. Jtspecially I paid a daily visit to the Lido, 
and filled my lungs with the sea air, and rejoiced in die absence 
of stinks. Eor Venice is like her population (at least tlic male 
jiart of it), handsome hut ndoious. Did you notice how hand- 
some tiie young men are and how little beauty theie is among 
the women? 

I stayed eight days in Venice and then ictuiiied by easy 
stages first to Ikidiia, whcie I wanted to sec Giotto’s work, then 
to Verona, and then here (Lugano), Vciona delighted me more 
than anything f have vsecn, and we will spend two otliei days 
there as we go back. 

As for myself, I really have no positive complaint now. I 
eat well and I sleep well, and 1 should begin to think t was 
malingeiing, if it weie not for a sort of wcai incss and dead- 
ness that hangs about me, accompanied by a cuiious nervous 
irritability. 

f expect that this is the upshot of the terrible anxiety I have 
had about my (laughter M . 

r would give a great deal to be able to escape facing the 
wedding, for my nervous system is in the condition of lliat of 
a flog under opium. 

But my H, must not go off without tlic paternal benediction. 

For the first three weeks he was alone, his wife staying 
to make preparations for the third daughter’s wedding on

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November 6tli, for which occasion he was to return, after- 
wards taking her abioacl with him. Unfortunately, just as 
he staitcd, news was brought him at the railway station that 
his second daiightei, whose biilliant gifts and happy mar- 
liage seemed to promise cveiything for her fuUiie, had been 
stricken by the beginnings of an insidious and, as he too 
truly fcaied, hopeless disease. Notliing could have more 
rctaided his own recovery. It was a bitter grief, refened 
to only in his most intimate letters, and, indeed, for a time 
kept scciet even fiom the other members of the family. 
Nothing was to throw a shade ovci the l)rightiies.s of the 
approaching wedding. 

But on his way home, he writes of that journey: —

And although he writes, " I would give a good deal not 
to face a lot of people next week,” ...” I have the feelings 
of a wounded wild beast and hate the sight of all but my 
best friends,” he Iiid away his feelings, and made this the 
occasion for a very witty speech, of which, ala.s I f remember 
nothing but a delightfully mixed polyglot cxonliitm in 
French, German, and Italian, the result, lie declared, of his 
icccnt excursion to foreign parts, which had ohliteralecl the 
recollection of his native speech. 

During his second absence he appointed Iiis young- 
est daughter secretary to look after necessary correspond- 
ence, about which he foi warded instructions from time to 
time. 

The chief matters of interest in tlic letters of this iicriod 
aie accounts of health and travel, sometimes serious, more 
often jesting, for the letters were generally written in the 
bright intervals between his dark days; husine.ss of the 
Royal Society, and the publication of the new edition of

Hotel Bkitannic.jue, Nai’LKs, 30, 1884, 
My dear Foster — Which being St, Andiew’.s Day, 1 think 
the expatiiated P: ought to give you some account of himself. 
We had a piosperous journey to Locarno, hut there plumped 
into bitter cold weather, and got chilled to the hone as the only 
guests in the big hotel, though they did their liest to make us 
comfoi table. I made a shot at hionchitis, but liapiiily failed, 
and got all right again. 

Pallanza was as bad. At Milan temperature at imm 39" l\, 
freezing at night. Vciona much the same, llndei these ciicuin- 
stances, wc concluded to give up Venice and made for Bologna. 
There found it rather colder. Next Ravenna, where it snowed. 
However, we made ourselves comfoi table in (he queer hotel, and 
rejoiced in the mosaics of tliat vsepulchrul mar.sh, 

At Bologna I had assurances (hat the Sicilian (luarantine 
was going to be taken off at once, and as the reports of the rail- 
way travelling and hotels in Calahtia were not encouraging, I 
determined to make for Naples, or rather, by way of extia cau- 
tion, for Castcllamaic. All the way to Ancona the Apennines 
were covered with snow, and much of the ])!ain also, 'Twenty 
miles north of Ancona, however, the weatliei changed to warm 
summci, and wc rejoiced accordingly. At i'oggia I found that 
the one decent hotel that used to exist was non-extant, so we 
went on to Naples. 

Aniving at 10.30 very tired, got humlmgged by a lying 
Neapolitan, who palmed himself off as the commis.saiie of the 
Hotel Biistol, and took us into an omnibus belonging to another 
hotel, that of the British being, as he said, “ broke.’' After a 
(hive of ihicc miles or so got to the Bristol and found it .sliiil 
iipj After a scries of adventure.s and a good deal of strong 
language on my pari, knocked up the peojile here, who took us 
in, though the hotel was in reality shut up like nio.Ht of those in 
Naples.* 


* Owing to tho cholera and couBcquoiu dearth of tmvollora. 
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As usual the weather is luuisual liot iu the sun, cold 
lound the cotuer and at night. Moienvci, I found by yestei' 
day’s pai)cr that the beastly vSicilians won’t give up their ten 
days’ quarantine. So all chance of getting to Catania oi Palcitiio 
is gone. I am not sine whether we shall stay lieie for some 
time or go to Rome, hut at any rate we shall he heie a week, 

Doiirn IS away getting subsidies in (iermany foi his new 
ship. We inspected the Aquarium this mauling. Eisig and 
Mayer are in chaige. Madame is a good deal altered in the 
course of the twelve yeais that have elapsed since i saw lier, 
hut says she is much better than she was. 

As for myself, 1 got very much heltei when in North Italy in 
spite of the piercing cold. lUil the fatigue of the journey from 
Ancona here> and the worry at the end of it, ilid me no good, and 
I have been seedy for a day or two. llowevei, 1 am picking up. 

r see one has to he veiy caieful here. We had a lovely diive 
yesterday out PnusilipjH), hut the wife got chilled and was shaky 
this morning. 1 loweveL we got veiy good news of oui daughter 
this evening, and that has set us both up. 

My blessing for to-morrow will reacli you after date. Let 
us heal liow everything went off. 

Your letmn in May project is really impi aeticahle on ac- 
count of the Kisheiy Report. T cannot he so long absent from 
the Home OUlce wluUcvei I might manage with S.IC

d'his letter, as he says a week later, was wrUlcn when 
he “was rather down in the mouth from the wictclied 
cold weather, and the wife l)cing laid up with a bad cold/*

1 Ihul I have to he very caieful ahotil night air, hut nothing 
does me so much good as six or seven miles' walk between 
breakfast and lunch — at a good sharp pace. So 1 conclude that 
liiere cannot he much the matter, anil yet J am always on the 
edge, so to Sjieak, of lliat infernal hypochondria. 

We have settled down here very comforlaldy, and I do not 
think we shall care to go any further south. Madame Dohrn 
and all the people at the sla/,ione aie very kind, and want to do 
all sorts of things for us. The other day wc went in the launch 
to Capri, intending next day to go to Amalfi, But it threatened 
bad weather, so we returned in the evening. The journey 
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knocked us both up, and we had to get out of another projected 
excursion to Ischta to-day.

111 spite of snow on the giound we ha<l three nr four days at 
Ravenna— which is the most inlercsling deadly lively sepulchre 
of a place I was ever in in my life. I'lie evolution of iiuKletii 
from ancient att is all there in a niitsliell. . . . 

I lead an altogether animal life, except ihat I have lenewed 
my old love for Italian. At present I am lejoicing in ilie Auto- 
biography of that dclighlfnl sinner, Benvenuto Cellini. I have 
some notion that there is such a thing as .science somewhere. In 
fact I am fitting myself for Neapolitan nobility.

But we have bad no letteis from home for a week, . . . 
Moieover, if we don’t hear to-day oi to-moirow we sliall begin 
to speculate on the prubahilily of an eartlujitake liaving swal- 
lowed up 4 M. P. '' with all the young barhai ians at iday — And 
I their sire trying to get a Roman holiday'' (Byron). For we 
are going to Rome to-morrow, having had enough of Nai)Ie.s, 
the general effect of which city is such as would be produced by 
the sight of a beautiful woman who had not washed oi dressed 
her hair for a month. Climate, on the whole, more va rial lie 
than that of London. 

We had a lovely drive three days ago to Cumae, a perfect 
summer’s day; since then sunshine, heat, cold wind, calms all 
diirchciiiander, with thunder and lightning Iasi night to complete 
the variety. 

The thermometer and barometer are not fixed to the walls 
here, as they would be jerked off by the sudden changes. At 
first, it is odd to see them dancing aboul the hall. But you soon 
get used to it, and the porter sees lb at they don’t break them- 
selves.

My dicau Fosteu— We huve been lieic a foitnigliL very well 
lodged— boutli aspect, fireplace, and all the rest of the essentials 
except sunshine, Of this lust there is not much moic than in 
Kngland, and the giey skies day after day are woithy of our 
native land. Sometimes it rains cats and dogs all day by way 
of a change— as on Christmas Day— but il is not cold, Quite 
exceptional wealhei,'’ they tell us, hut that seems to be the rule 
eveiy where. We have done a rospcclaldc amount of galleiy- 
slaving, and 1 have been amusing myself by picking up the 
tot)ogra[)hy of ancient Rome. I was going to say Pagan Rome, 
hut the inappropiiateness of the distinction stiikes me, papal 
Rome being much more stupidly and childishly pagan than im- 
perial. r never saw a sadder sight than the kissing a wi etched 
hedixcMied doll of a Hamhino that wont on in the Ara Cocli on 
'I'welfth day. Your puritan soul would have longed to aiise 
and slay. . . . 

As to myself, though it is a very unsatisfactory subject and 
one f am very tired of bothering my friends about, I am like the 
farmer at the rent-dinner, and don’t find myself much '' for- 
rarder,” That is to say, T am well for a few days and then all 
adrift, and have to put myself light by dosing with Clailds pills, 
which are really invalualde.

1 have 
heard nothing from the TTome DHice, and T suppose it would be 
prciper for me to write if I want any more leave, I really hardly 
know what to do, I can’t say I feel very fit for the hurly-burly 
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of London just now, but I am not sure that the wliolesomcst 
thing for me would not lie at all costs to get hack to some en- 
grossing work. If my poor gill were well, I could peihaiis make 
something of the dolcr far nicnic^ but at present one’s mind inns 
to her when it is not busy in something else. 

I expect we shall be here a week oi ten days more — at any 
rate, this addicss is safe — aftei wai ds to Idoience, 

What am I to do in the Kivieia? Hcie and at IHarencc 
there is always some distraction. You see the pioblem is 
complex.

jects one can learn a great deal without much trouble, T begin 
to undcrstaiul Old Rome prclty well, and [ am (luite learned in 
the Catacombs, which suit me, as a kind of Chiistian fossils 
out of which one can reconstruct ilie body of the primitive 
Church. She was a simple maiden enougli and vastly moie 
atti active than the hedizened old harridan of the modern Jhipacy, 
so smothcied uiulei the old clothes of Paganism which slic has 
been appropriating for the last fifteen centuries that Jesus of 
Nazareth would not know her if he inel Iter, 

I have been to several great jiapistical functions — among 
others to ihe fcsla of the Cathedra L^ctri in St. I^etePs last Sun- 
day, and I confess I am nnahle to inulcriitaiKl how grown men 
can lend themselves in such elaboiatc tomfooleries — nothing hut 
mere fetish worship — in forms of execrably liad taste, devised, 
one would think, by a college of ecclesiastical man-niilliners for 
the delectation of scliool-girls. It is curious to notice that intel- 
lectual and aistheiic dcgiadation go hand in hand. You have

I got much better at Siena, piobably the result of the medici- 
nal iiatuie of the city, the name of whicli, as a well-in.strucled 
girl like you knows, is deiivcd fiom the senna, which grows wild 
Ihcie, and gives the soil its peculiar pigmental y eharactcr. 

But unfoiluiialely I forgot to hiiug any wilii me, and the 
effect went off dining the first few days of our residence here, 
when T was, as the Italians say, “ inollo basso nel hocca.” I low- 
cver I am picking up again now, and if people wouldnh call 
upon us, I feel ihcie might he a chance foi me. 

I except from that remark altogether the deal Waljioles who 
aic here and as nice as cvei, Mrs. Walpole’s mother ami sister 
live here, and the W.’s aic on a visit to them hut leave on 
Wednesday, They go to Venice, but only for two or three days. 

We .shall piobably stay about a forinight in Venice, and then 
make our way hack by easy stages to London. We are wae to 
sec you all again.

To return home was not only a gicat pleasure; it gave 
him a fillip for the time, and he writes to Sir M. Foster, 
April 12: — 

It is vciy jolly to he home, and I feci better already. Clark 
has just been here overhauling me, and feels vciy confident that 
he shall screw me up. 

I have renounced dining out and smoking (lit) by way of 
prcliminaiics. God only knows whether I shall lie peiiniUed 
more than the smell of a mutton chop for dinner. Hut T have 
great faith in Andrew, who set me .straight before when other 
physicians’ aid was vain/’ 

But his energy was fitful ; hussiUulc and depression agaiti 
invaded him. He was warned by Sir Andrew C'lark to lay 
aside all the burden of his work, yVccoi'dingly, early in 
May, just after his sixtieth birthday, he sent in his formal 
resignation of the ihofe.ssorship of Biology, and tlie In- 
spectorship of Salmon Fisheries; while a few clays later lie 
laid his resignation of llic Presidency before the Omncil of 
the Royal Society. By the latter lie was begged to defer 
his final decision, but his health gave no promise of suffi- 
cient amendment before the decisive Council rneeling in 
October. 

He writes on May 27 : — 

I am convinced that wlial with niy perennial weariness and 
my deafness I ought to go, whatever my kind friends may say. 

A curious cITecl of his illness was that for Ihe first lime 
in his life he began to shrink involuntarily from assuming 
rosponsil)ilitics and from appearing on piil)!lc occasions ; thus 
he writes on June 16:— 

I am sorry to say that the perkiness of Inst week was only 
a spurt, and 1 have been in a disgusting slate of blue devils lately. 
Can’t make out what it is, for I really have nothing the mutter,

And a imuith later: — 

1 have been hlHng in the country for two or lliiee days — 
but like the woman with the issue, I am not bcttei hut rather 
worse ” — blue devils and funk — funk and i)luc devils. Liver, I 
expect, [An ailmeiil of which lie says to Prof. Maish, I lather 
wish I ha<l some respectable disease — it would be livelict.”] 

And again : — 

Iwerybody tells me f look so much beltct, that I am really 
ashamed lo go giowling about, and confess that 1 am continually 
ill a l)lue funk and hale the thought of any work — especially of 
vscientilic or anything lequiriug ptolongcd attention. 

At the end cif July he writes to Sir W, Flower —

and you will rapidly anive at a comprehension of the cogency of 
that argument now. 

I will think well of your kind words about the Piesiclency. 
If f could only got rid of my eternal hypochondria the work of 
the R.S. would seem little enough. At present, I am afiaid of 
everything that involves responsibility to a degree that is simply 
ridiculous. L only wish I could shirk the inquiries I am going 
off to hold in 1 )evonsliirc I 

r.R.S. in a conlimuil blue funk is not Idcely to be cither 
dignified or useful; and unless I am in a better frame of mind 
in October 1 am afraid 1 shall have to go,- Ever yours very 
faithfully, T,H, Huxley. 

A (ew weeks at Filey in August did liim some good at 
first; and he writes cheerfully of tns lodgings in a place

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with the worst-fitting doors and windows, and the hardest 
chairs, sofas, and beds known to my experience.” 

He continues — 

I am decidedly picking up. The air here is wondei fill, and 
as we can set good cookeiy against hard lying (I don’t mean in 
the Munchausen line) the consequent appetite hcconies a mild 
source of giatificalioii. Also, I have not met with more than 
two people who knew me, and that in my picbeiit slate is a 
negative gi atification of llie highest order. 

Later on he tried Bournemouth; being no better, he 
thought of an entirely new remedy. 

The only thing I am inclined to do is to write a book on 
Miracles, I tliink it might do good and unload my 1)iliary 
system. 

In this stale of indecision, so unnatural to him, he writes 
to Sir M. Foster: — 

I am anything but clear as to the course I had best lake 
myself. While undoubtedly much 1}eltcr in general health, 1 
am in a curious stale of discouragement, and T should like noth- 
ing better than to remain Innicd here (Bournenioiitli) or any- 
where else, out of the way of trouble and responsibility. It dis- 
tresses me to think that I shall have to say .something definite 
about the Picsidency at the meeting of Council in October, 

Finally on October 20, he writes : — 

I think the lowest point of my curve of uj)S and downs is 
gradually rising— hut I have by no means reached Ihe point 
when I can cheerfully face anything. I got over tiie Board of 
Vi.sitors (two houis and a half) better than I expected, but my 
deafness was a horrid lutisance. 

I believe the strings of the old fiddle will tighleii up a good 
deal, if I abstain from attempting to play upon the in.striimcnt 
at present— but that a few jigs now will probably ruin that 
chance. 

Bui I will say my final word at our meeting next week. I 
would rather step down from the chair than dri})i)lc out of it, 
Even the devil is in the habit of departing with a " melodious 
twang,’' and I like the precedent. 

So at the Anniversary meeting on Novcmljcr 30, he 
definitely announced in his last Presidential address liis 
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resignation of Uiat “honouiable office” which he could 
no longer iclain “ with due regard to the interests of 
the Society, and perhaps, I may add, of self-preserva- 
tion.” 

I am happy to say (he continued) that I have good reason 
to believe that, with prolonged lest — by which I do not mean 
idleness, but release from disti action and complete freedom from 
those lethal agencies which aie commonly known as the pleas- 
mes of society — I tnay yet regain so much sliengtli as is com- 
p alible with advancing years. But in oidcr to do so, I must, 
for a long time yet, be content to lead a moie 01 less anchoritic 
life, Now it is not fitting that your President should be a heumt, 
and it becomes me, who have received so nuicli kindness and 
consideration from the Society, to be paiticularly careful that 
no sense of personal giatification should delude me into holding 
the office of its lepresentalive one moment after leason and con- 
science have pointed out my incapacity to dischaigc the serious 
duties which devolve upon the President, with some approach to 
efficiency. 

t heg leave, thci efore, with much gratitude foi the crowning 
honour of my life which you have conferred upon me, to be pei- 
niillcd lo vacate the chair of the Society as soon as the business 
of IhivS meeting is at an end. 

The settlement of the terms of the pension upon which, 
after Ihiily-one years of service under Government, he re- 
tired from his Professorship at South Kensington and the 
Inspectorship of Kishcrics, took a considerable time. The 
chiefs of his own department, that of Education, wished 
him to retire upon full pay, £1500 (see p. 21). The Treas- 
ury were more economical, It was the middle of June 
before the pension they proposed of £1200 was promised; 
the end of July before he knew what conditions were at- 
tached to it, 

On June 20, he writes to Mr. Mitndella, Vice-President 
of the Council:- — 

My dkar Mundklla — Accept my warmest thanks for your 
good wishes, and for all the trouble you have taken on my 
behalf* T am quite ashamed to have been the occasion of so 
much negotiation. 

Until I see the Treasury letter, I am unable to judge what 
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|; the £1200 may ically mean,*' hut whatever the lesiilt, I shall 

iievci forget the kiiulncss with which niy chiefs have fought my 
battle. — J am, yoius very faithfully, T. H. liuxuiY, 

On July 16, he wiitcs to Sir M. iHxster; — 

'' The blessed Treasuiy canh make up theii minds whether I 

am to be asked to stay on as Dean or not, and till they (lo, T 
can’t shake oft any of my fetters. 

Early in the year lie had wttUen to Sir John Donnelly 
of the necessity oi resigning : — 

Nevertheless (he added), it will l)c a sad day for me when 
; I find myself no longer entitled to lake part in the work of the 

schools in which you and f have so long been inleiested. 

] But that “sad day” was not to come yet, Ifis con- 

1 iieclion with the Royal College of Scitmee was not entirely 

: severed. He was asked to continue, as Honorary Dean, a 

general supervision of the work he had <lonc so much to 
Qiganisc, and ho kepi the title of Ihofessor of Biology, his 
successors in the practical woik of Uie chait being desig- 
nated Assistant Piofcssors. 

“ I retain,” he writes, " general superintendence as part 
of the great unpaid.” 

It is a comfort (he writes to his son), to have got the tiling 
I settled. My great dcsite al present is to he idle, and I am now 

idle with a good conscience. 

Later in the year, however, a change of Ministry having 
taken place, he was ofifcicd a Civil List Pension of £300 a 
yeai by Lord Tddcsleigh. Tic replietl acecpthig it: —

My dear Donnelly — I believe you have been at work

Lord Iddesleigh has written to me to ask if I will be recom- 
mended for a Civil List Pension of X300 a year, a very pretty 
kllcr, not at all like the Treasury inaslci piece you admired so 
much. 

Didn’t sec why I should not accept, and have accepted ac- 
coulingly. When the announcement comes out the Liberals 
will say the l"ory Govt, have paid me for attacking the G.O,M. 1 
to a dead certainty. — Evci yours, T. IL Huxley. 

Dive (lays later he icpltcs to the congratulations of 
Mr. Eckcrslcy (whose son had married liuxley’s third 
(Umglitcr) : — 

. . . Loid Tddesleigh’s letter offeiing to submit my name 
for an lionoiaiy pension was a complete sui prise, 

My chiefs in the late Govcinnient wished to retire me on full 
pay, 1 )Ul the Treasury did not see their way to it, and cut off 
X300 a year. Natiually I am not sony to have the loss made 
good, hut the way the thing was done is perhaps the pleasantest 
part of it. 

Idierc was a certain gTiin appropriateness in his official 
death ’’ following hard upon his sixtieth birthday, for sixty 
was the age at which he had long dcclaicd that men of 
science ought to be strangled, lest age should haidcn them 
against the reception of new truths, and make them into 
clogs upon progress, the worse, in proportion to the influ- 
ence they had deservedly won. This is the allusion in a 
birthday letter from Sir M, Foster : — 

Reverend Sir — S o the day of strangulation** has anived 
at last, and with it the humble petition of your friends that you 
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may be induced to defer the “ happy dispatch ” for, say at least 
ten years, when the subject may again come up for consideia- 
tion. Foi your pctitioncis aie respectfully inclined to think that 
if youi sixtysliip may be induced so fai to become an apostle as 
to give up the fishciy business, and be led to leave the JUaclc 
Board at S.IC to others, the 1’ oilier side sixty years, may after 
all be the best years of your life. In any case they would desire 
to bring imdci your notice the fact that they feel they want you 
as much as ever they did , — Ever thine, M. E. 

Reference has been made to the fact that the honorary 
degree of D.C.L. was confened this May upon iUixlcy by 
the University of Oxford. The Univci.sitics of the sister 
kingdoms had been the first thus to leeognise liis work; 
and after Aberdeen and Dublin, Cambridge, where naUual 
science had cailier established a firm foothoUl, showed the 
way to Oxford. Indeed, it was not until his regular scien- 
tific career wHvS at an end, that the University of Oxford 
opened its portals to him. So, as he wrote to Professor 
Bartholomew Piicc on May 20, in answer to tlie invitation, 
It will be a sort of apotheosis coincident with my official 
death, which is imminent. In fact, I am dead already, only 
the Treasury Charon has not yet vsettled the conditions upon 
which I am to be ferried over to the other side/^ 

Bcfoic leaving the subject of his connection with the 
Royal Society, it may be worth while to give a last exam- 
ple of the stiaightforward way in which he dealt with a 
delicate point whether to vote or not to v(fie for his friend 
Sir Andrew Clark who had been projjosed for election to 
the Society. It occurred just aftcu* his return from abroad; 
he explains his taction to Sir Jnsepli Hooker, who had urged 
caution on hearing a partial account of the proceedings, 

SouTii Kkn.sinuton, ///W/ 35, 1885. 

My dkau Hookeu — I don’t sec very well how f couhl have 
been mote cautious than I have been. 1 knew nothing of Clark's 
caiidklalurc until I saw his name in the list; and if he or his 
proposer had consulted me, I should have advibe<l delay, hccause 

I knew very well there would be a great push made for this 

year. 

Being there, however, it seemed to me only just to say that 
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which is ccilainly hue, namely, that Clark has just the same 
claim as half a dozen doctors who have been admitted without 


question, Gull, Jenner, Risdon Bennett, on the sole ground 
of standing in the profession. And I think that so long as that 
claim is admitted, it will be unjust not to admit Clark. 

So 1 said what you heard; but 1 was so careful not to press 
untluly upon the Council, that I warned them of the possible 
picjudicc arising from my own peisonal obligations to Clarlds 
skill, and I went so far as not to pul his name in the fir si list 
myself, a step which I now regret 

If this is not caution enough, I should like to know what is? 
As Clive said when he came hack fiom India, By God, sir, I 
am astonished at my own moderation ! ” 

if it is not light to make a man a fellow because he holds a 
first-class place as a practitioner of medicine as the R.S. has 
done since I have known it, let us abolish the practice. But then 
let us al.so in justice refuse to recoguivSe the half-and-half claims, 
those of ilie people who arc third-rate as practitioners, and hang 
on to the skills of science without doing anything in it. 

Several of your and my younger scientific friends arc bent 

on iiriiiging in their chum , and Clarlds candidature is very 

inconvenient to them. Idcncc I suspect some of the '' outspoken 


aversion ” and criticism of Claik’s claims you have heard. 

I am quite willing to sacrifice my friend for a principle, but 
not for somebody elsc’s friend, and I mean to vole for Clark; 
Ihough I am not going to try to foice my notion down any one 
elsc’s throat.— Ever yours faithfully, ^ pj Huxley. 


Oil the same subject he writes to Sir M. Foster; — 

Obedience he liangcd. It would not lie in my mouth, as the 
lawyers say, to object to anybody’s getting his own way if 
he can. 

Tf Clark had not been a personal friend of mine I should not 
have hesilaied a moment about deciding in his favour. Under 
the circumstances it was cpiitc clear what I should do if I were 
forced to decide, and I thought it would have been kindly and 
courteous to llie President if lie had been let off the necessity 
of making a decision which was obviously disagreeable to him. 

If, on llic other hand, it was wished to fix the responsibility 
of what iiappencd on him, I am glad that he had the opportunity 
of accepting it. I never was more clear as to what was the 
right thing to do. 
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So also at other limes; he wiilcs in Septcml)cr to Sir 
M. Fostci, llic Seei clary, with icfeieiice to eveniii^ gallicr- 
ings at which vSiiioking should be peiiiiilled.

I am not at all >suic that T can give my blessing to the

pullers I” Boor deal innocent dnll-as-di(chwater Bhil. Oluh! 

Mention has ahcacly been made of the unveiling of the 
Darwin statue at South Kensington on June y, when, as 
Piesidcnt of the Royal Society, I luxley delivered an address 
in the name of the Memorial Cumniiitee, on handing over 
the sUiUie of Darwin to I LK.JL the Prince of Wales, as rep- 
resentative of the Trustees of the Biitish Museum. The 
concluding wotds of the speech deserve (juolalion 

Wc do not make this request to acce])t the statue] for 
the mere sake of i)erpetiialiiig a memory; for so long as men 
occupy themselves with the pursuit of truth, the name of Darwin 
runs no more risk of oblivion than docs that of Cojiernicus, or 
that of Blarvcy, 

Nor, most assuredly, do we ask you to preserve the si atm* in 
Us cynosural position in this entrance hall of our National 
Museum of Natiual Ttistoiy us evidence dial Mr. Darwin’s 
views have received your onicial sanction; for science does not 
recognise such sanctions, and commits suicide when it adopts a 

Cl cell. 

No, wc beg you to cherisli this memorial fis a symbol by 
which, as generation after generation of students enter yonder 
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door, they sluill be icmindcd of the ideal according to which 
they must shape their lives, if they would turn to the best ac- 
count the oppoitiinitics offered by the great institution under 
your chaige. 

Nor was this his only word about Darwin* Somewhat 
later, Professor Mivait sent him the proofs of an article on 
Darwin, askin^^ fui his ciiticism, and received the following 
reply, which (lescribes better than almost any other docu- 
ment, the nature of the lie which united Darwin and his 
fi lends, and incidentally touches the question of Galileo’s 
rccanlalion : — 

Nov, 12, 1885. 

My Die ah Mr. Mi v art — I return your proof with many 
thanks for your courtesy in sending it. I fully appreciate the 
good feeling shown in what you have written, but as you ask 
niy o[)inion, I liad belter say frankly that my experience of Dar- 
win is widely dill ei cut from yours as expressed in the passages 
niaiked with pencil* I have often remarked that I never knew 
any one of his iniellecliuil rank who showed himself so tolerant 
to ojiponcnls, gieat and small, as Darwin did. Sensitive he 
was ill llie sense of being too ready to be dcpicsscd by adverse 
comment, hut I never knew any one less easily hurt by fait 
criticism, or who less needed to he soothed by those who opposed 
him with good reason. 

r am sutc I tried his patience often enough, without ever 
eliciling more than a Well there’s a good deal in what you say; 
hut — ” and then followed something which nine limes out of ten 
showed he had gone deeper into the business than I had. 

I cannot agree with you, again, that the acceptance of Dar- 
win’s views was in any way in flue need by the strong affection 
entertained for him by many of his friends. What that affection 
really did was to lead those of his friends who had seen good 
reason for his views to lake much more trouble in his defence 
and su[>porl, and lo strike out much harder at his adveisary 
than they woukl ollierwise have done. This is pardonable if 
not juslinable—tlial which you suggest would to my mind be 
iieillier, 

1 am so ignorant of what has been going on during the last 
twelvemonth, dial i know nothing of your controversy with 
Uomanes. If he is going to show the evolution of intellect from 
sense, he is the man for whom I have been wailing, as. Kant 
says. 
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111 your paper about scientific freedom^ which I read some 
time ago with iniicli interest, you alluded to a book or ai ti- 
de by Father Roberts on the Galileo biisnievss. Will you 
kindly send me a postcard to say where and when it was pub- 
lished ? 

I looked into the matter when I was in Italy, and I arrived 
at the conclusion that the Pope and the College of Caidinals had 
rather the best of it. It would complete the paradox if Father 
Robeits should Iiclp me to see the error of my ways. — Ever 
yours very faithfully, T. IC Huxlky. 

August and September, as said above, were spent in 
England, though with little good clTccL Filey was not a 
success for either himself or his wife. Pourneniotiih, wheic 
they joined their eldest daughter and her family, ofTered a 
“temperature much more to the taste of liolli of us,” and 
at least undid the mischief done by the wel and cold of 
the nortli, 

The mean line of health was grculually lising; it was a 
gieat relief to be free at length from adminislrulive distrac- 
tions, while the retiring pensions removed the necessity of 
daily toil. By nature he wiis like the friend whom he 
dcsciibed as “the man to become hipped to death wiihoitl 
incessant activity of some sort or oLhei. I am sure that the 
bnl)it of incessant work into which we all drift is as liad in 
its way as dram-drinking. In time you cannot be comfort- 
able without the stimulus.** But Ihe vaiiety of interests 
which filled his mind prevented him from feeling the void 
of inaction after a busy life. And just as he was at the 
turning-point in health, he received a fillii) which started 
him again into vigorous activity — the menial tonic l)raciiig 
up his body and clearing away the (le])ression and languor 
which had so long beset him. 

The lively fillip came in the shape of an aiiiclc in the 
November Ninefeenth Ccittiuy^ by Mr. Gladstone, in winch 
he attacked the position taken up by Dr. Jieville in his 
Prolcgovima to Ihe History of Religions^ and in particular, 
attempted to show that the order of creation given in 
Genesis i., is supported by the evidence of .science. This 
article, Huxley used humorously to say, so stirred his 
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bile as to set his liver ri^ht at once; and though he 
denied the soft impeachment that the cnsuiiig fight was 
wliat had set him up, the maivcllous curative effects of 
a ( iladsU)niati dose, a lemedy unknown to the pharma- 
copteia, became a household woid among family and 
friends, 

Mis own reply, “The Interpreters of Genesis and the 
Inlerpieters of Nature,'’ appealed in the December number 
of the Ninoiccntli Cnifury (Q;//a 7 n/ Ussays^ iv, p, 139). In 
January 18H6 Mr* (iladstone responded with his “Pioeni 
to (ienesis," which was met in Februaiy by “Mi. Glad- 
stone and Genesis” (Collected Essays^ iv, p. 164). Not 
only did he .show that science offers no support to the four- 
tohl ” or the ** fivefold ” or any other order obtained from 
Genesis by Mr. Gladstone, but in u note appended to his 
second article he gives what he takes to be the proper 
sense of the “Mosaic” natralive of the Creation (iv, p, 
195)1 m>t allowing Ihe succession of phenomena to repre- 
sent an evolulionary notion, as suggested, of a piogrcss 
from lower to higher in the scale of being, a notion as- 
suredly not in the mind of tlie writer, but deducing this 
order from such ideas as, putting aside our present knowl- 
edge of nature, we may reasonaldy believe him to have 
held. 

A vast subsidiary controversy sprang up in the Times 
on biblical exegotics; where these touched him at all, as, 
for itisianee, when it was put to him whether the differ- 
eiiee between the “ Kehmes ” of Genesis and “ Shch-reU ” 
of Deviiieus, both translated “creeping things,” did not in- 
validale his argument as to the idenlily of such “creeping 
I lungs,” he had examined the jioint already, and surprised 
his inleiTogator, who appeared to have raised a very pretty 
dilemma, by promptly referring him to a well-known He- 
brew conmienlator. 

Scweral letters refer to this passage of arms. On De- 
cember /|, he writes to Mr. flerbert Spencer: —

Canon Driver’s article contains as 
clear and candid a statement as I could wish of the po.silion of 
the Pciitateuclial cosmogony from his point of view. If he more 
thoroughly understood the actual nature of paleontological suc- 
cession— I mean the species by species rcplacemeiU of old forms

All the more wonderful to me, therefore, 
is the way in which he holds cm to it as embodying theological 
truth. So far as this question is concerned, on all points wliicli 
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ciiii bu icsled, the rcntaicuchal wiitcr states that which is not 

line. What, Iheicfoie, is hivS authoiity on the mattei creation 

by a Deity— which cannot be tested? What soit of “ inspiia* 
lioiD^ is tliat which leads to the promulgation of a fable as 
divine tinth, which foices those who believe in that inspiration 
to iiold on, like giini death, to the literal tiuth of the fable, which 
(lenunaliscs them in seeking fot all soits of sophistical shifts to 
holstei up the fable, and which finally is discredited and icptidi- 
alcil when the fable is finally pioved to be a fable? If Satan 
had wislied to devise the best means of discrediting Revela- 
tion ” lie could not have done better. 

Have yon not ioigotten to mention the leg of Ai clueopteryx 
as a cbaiactenstically biid-like stinctuie? It is so, and it is to 
be iccollectcd that at present wc know nothing of the greater 
pait of the sk(‘letons of the oldci mcsozoic mammals — only teeth 
ami jaws. What the slunildci -giulle of Steieognathus might be 
like is imccilain.

I presume llint we ha<l better state our wishes in the form of 
a loiter to the Vice-Chancellor, and that wc may prudently ask 
fo! tlio substitution of modern languages (especially Geiman) 
ami ohmumtary science foi sonic of the subjects at present re- 
(juirod tn the liloiary part of the examinations of the scientific 
and medical faculties. If wc could gain this much it would be 
a great stop, not only in itself, but in its reaction on the sciiools.

So ends 1885, and with it closes another definite pciiod 
of Pluxlcy’s life. Free from ollicial liuulens and official 
restraints, he was at lilierly to speak out on any sulijcct ; his 
strength for work was less indeed, but his time was his own ; 
there was hope that he might still iccovcr his liealth for a 
few 11101 e years. And though the lanks of his ft lends were 
Ijcginning to thin, though he wrilCvS (May 20, to Ih'ofessor 
Bartholomew Price) : —

A Happy New Yeai 1 and many of them, and may you mote 
and mote demonstrate the folly of strangling men at sixty. 
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The conlrovcrsy with Mi\ Glaclsiotie indicates the nature 
of the subject that Huxley took up for the employment of 
his newly obtained leisure, Chcqucrcrl as this leisure was 
all throuf^h the year by constant illness, which drove him 
a^aiii and again to the warmth of Hourncinouth or the brisk 
airs of the Yorkshire moors in default of the sovereign medi- 
cine of the Ali)s, he managed to write two more contiovcisial 
ai tides this year, besides a long account of the “Progiess 
of Science,” for Mr, T, Humphry Ward's book on 77/r 
Reign of Queen VictoriOf which was to celebrate the Jubilee 
year 1887, Examinations — for the lavSt time, however — tlic 
meetings of the Eton Governing Body, the business of the 
Science Schools, the Senate of the London University, the 
Marine Biological Association, the Council of the Royal 
Society, and a round dozen of subsidiary committees, all 
claimed his attention. Even when driven out of town by 
his l)ad health he would come up for a few days at a time 
to attend necessary meetings. 

One of the few references of this period to biological 
research is contained in a letter to Professor Pclscneer of 
Client, a student of the Mollusca, who afterwards completed 
for I'luxley the long unfinished monograph on ” Spirilla ” 
for the Challenger Report.

With the article in the h'ehiuary mniiber of the Nine- 
ieculh Centuryj he concluded his lilt with Mr, Gladslonc 
upon the interpretation of Genesis. Tfis supposed uiijaded 
appetite ** for controversy was already satiated ; and lie 
begged leave to retire from that ^atmosphere of conten- 
tion’ in which Mr. Gladstone has been able to live, alert 
and vigorous beyond the eoninion race of men, as if it were 
purest inouniain air,” for the Elysium ” of seienlific debate, 
which “ suits my less rolntsl constitution better.” A vain 
hope. Little as he liked controversy at bottom, in spile 
of the skill — it must be allowed, at times, a pleasural)lc 
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skill — in using the weapons of debate, he was not to avoid 
it any more than he was to avoid the cast wind when he 
went to Bournemouth fiom early in February till the end 
of March, of which he writes on February 23 ; — 

The ” English Naples” is rather Florentine so far as a 
hitter cold cast wind rather below than above o°C. goCvS, but 
from all I hear it is a deal belter than London, and I am pick- 
ing up in spite of it. I wish I were a Hololhitiia, and could got 
on without my viscera. I should do splendidly then. 

Here he wrote a long article on the ” Evolution of 
Theology (Colleclcd Essays^ iv. 287) which appeared in the 
March and April niunbcis of the Nwcteentli Ccntiny, Tl 
was a positive statement of the views he had arrived at, 
which underlay the very partial — and thercfoie misleading 
— cxpo.sition of them possible in controversy, tie dealt witli 
the subject, not with icfcrcncc to the tiuth or falsehood of 
the notioiLs uiidei review, but purely as a question of anthro- 
pology, “ a depaitment of biology to which I have at vari- 
ous times given a gooi! deal of attention.” Starting with 
the familiar giound of the Hebrew Scriptures, he thus ex- 
plains the paleontological method he proposes to adopt: — 

Tn liie venerable rccotd of ancient life, miscalled a book, 
when it is leally a lihiary comparable to a .selection of woiks 
from Engli.sh literature between the times of Bcda and those of 
Milton, we have the stratified deposits (often confused and even 
with their natural order inveitcd) left by the .stream of llic 
intellectual and moral life of Israel during nmny centuries. And, 
embedded in these strata, there arc numerous remains of forms 
of thought which once lived, and which, though often unfor- 
tunately mere fragments, arc of priceless value to the anthro- 
pologist. Our task is to rescue these from their relatively un- 
important surround ing.s, and by careful comparison with exist- 
ing forms of theology to make the dead woild which they record 
live again. 

A 8ul)se(iuciit letter to Professor Lewis Cam])l)ell, bears 
upon this e.ssay. It was written in an.swcr to an enciiilry 
pronii)tC(l by tlie comparison here drawn between the primi- 
tive spiritual theories of the books of Judges and Samuel, 
and the very similar development of ideas among the Ton- 
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^ans, as described l)y Mariner, who lived many yeais ainouR 
the natives.

The circnnislances under which tlte following letter was 
wiittcn aie these. The activity of the Home Rulers and 
the lethargy of Unionists had caused one side only of the

suance of which I have habitually suhmitted uiy biological wilt- 
ing to yout castigation, and so often piofited by so doing, would

One more letter may be given from this lime at lUmrne- 
mouth — a letter to his eldest daugliler on the loss of her 
infant son : — 

Casauni, W, Houunkmoutii, ilAov// 2, 1HH6. 

It’s very sad lo lose your child just when he was hegiiniing 
to bind himself to you, and I don’t know that it is much consola- 
tion to reflect that the longer he had wound himself Uji in y<uir 
heaitstrings the woisc the tear would have been, which se(mis 
to have been inevitable sooner or later. One docs not weigh and 
measure these things while grief is fresh, and in my oxjitMdence 
a deep plunge into ihc waters of sorrow is the hopefullesl way of 
gelling through them on to one’s daily road of life again. No 
one can help another very much in these crises of life; i)ul bjvc 
and sympathy count for something, and you know, dear child, 
that you Iiavc these in fullest measure from us. 

On coming up to London in Ajnil he was very l)iisv, 
among other things, with a proposal liial the Marine MiologV 
cal Association, of which he was Ihesidenl, should urge the 
Govcniment lo appoint a scientific ailviser to the Mshery 
Board. A letter of his on this subject had a^ipeared in 
the Times for March 30. There seemed to him, with his 
practical experience of official work, insnperal>le object ions 
lo the status of such an officer. Above all, he would he a 
representative of science in name, without any resiionsihiliiy 
to the body of scientific men in the country. Home of bis 
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youuRcr colleagues on the Council, who had not enjoyed 
the same experience, thought that he had set aside their 
expiessioiis of opinion too hiusquely, and begged Sir M. 
Foster, as at once a close fiicnd of his, and one to whose 
opinion lie paid great respect, to make reprcscntatiotis to 
him on their behalf, which he did in writing, being kept 
at home by a cold. To this letter, in which his fiiend begged 
him not to be vexed at a very plain statement of the other 
point of view, but to make it possible foi the younger men 
to continue to follow his lead, he replied : —

My dkau Fostkk — Mrs, FOvStcr is quite right in looking sharp 
after your colds, which is very generous of me to say, as I am 
down in tlie mouth and .should have been cheered by a chat. 

I am veiy glad to know what our youngei friends arc think- 
ing about. I made u]) my mind to some such lesult of the action 
I have thought it nccessaiy to take. Hut I have no anil>ition to 
lead, and no desire to drive them, and if we can’t agiee, the best 
way will be to go our ways separately. . . . 

Heaven forbid that J should restrain anybody from expiess- 
ing any opinion in the woild. Hut it is .so obvious to me that 
not one of our friends has the smallest notion of what adminis- 
tration in lishciy ([uestions means, 01 of the dangci of dealing 
a scientific Frankenstein in that which he is clamouring for, that 
I su|)pose 1 have been over-anxioiis to prevent mischief, and 
seemed iloinineering. 

Well, I shall mend my ways, t must he getting to he an old 
savage if yon tliink it lisky to write anything to me. — Fver 
yOUIS, T, H. IIUXLKY. 

IhU he did not stay long in London. ^ Uy April 20 he 
was off to llkley, where he expected to stay “ for a week 
or two, perhaps longer.*^ On the he writes to Sir M. 
booster 

I was beginning to gel wtong hefoic we left Hournemouth, 
and went steadily down after our return to London, so tlial I had 

to call in a very slirewil fellow who attends my daughter M , 

r^asl Monday he told me that more physicking was no good, and 
tliat T had better lie off here, and sec what exercise and the fresh 
air of the moors would do for me. So here I came, and mean lo 
give the place a fair trial, 
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I do a minimum of ten miles per diem without fatigue, and 
as I cat, drink, and sleep well, llicie ought to he nothing Ihe 
maltct with me. Why, under these cireiinistaiiees, I should 
nevei feel honestly cheerful, or know any other desire than that 
of running away and hiding myself, I don’t know. No explana- 
tion is to be found even in Foster's riiysioloi^y ! 1’he only thing 
my demon can't stand is shaip walking, and I will give him a 
dose of that remedy when once I get into trim. 

^ Indeed he was so much heller even after a single day at 
Ilklcy, that he writes home : — 

It really seems to me lliai I am an impostor foi running 
away, and I can hardly believe that I fell so ill and miseiahlc 
foil r-and- twenty hours ago. 

And on the 28tli he writes to Sir M. luistcr: — 

I have been improving wonderfully in the last few days. 
Ycstciday I walked to Holton Abbey, (he Slrid, etc., and hack, 
which is a matter of sixteen miles, without being paiticulaily 
tired, though the afternoon sun was as hot as midsummer. 

It is the old sioiy— a case of caudle-snulT— some infernal 
compound that won’t gel burnt up without mure oxygenation 
than is to he had undei ordinary conditions. . . . 

I want to he back and doing something, and yet have a 
notion that I should be wiser if T sloppetl here a few weeks and 
burnt up my ruhhivsh elTectually. A good deal will depend upon 
whether I can get my wife to join me or not. She has had a 
world of worry lately. 

As to his (orUniatc choice of an hotel, " T made up iny 
niincl,'^ he writes, to come to this holel meioly because 
lhadshaw said it was on the edge of the moor-* hut for 
once acting on an adverlisemcnl turned out well/' 'Jdie 
moor ran up six or seven hundred feet just oulshle the 
garden, and the hotel itself was well outside ami above the 
town and the crowd of visitors. Here, with the exception 
of a day or two in May and a fortnight at the beginning 
of June, he stayed till July, living a.s far as possible an 
outdoor life, and getting through a fair amount of cor- 
respondence. 

It was not to be expected that he should long remain 
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unknown, and he was sonielinics touched, more often bored, 
by the foinis which this leco^iiiiion look. Thus two days 
after his auival he writes home: — 

Siltinj^ opposite to me «'it the tabic d^hotc hcie ivS a nice old 
Scotch lady. People have found out my name hcic by this time, 
and yesleiday she inlioduced heiscif to me, and expressed gicat 
gratitude foi the advice f gave to a son of hcis two oi three 
yeais ago. I had gieal difficulty in rceollccting anything at all 
about the matter, but it seems the youngster wanted to go to 
Africa, and L advised him not to, at anyiatc at present. How- 
ever, the poor fellow went, and died, and they seem to have 
found a minute account of his interview with me in his diaiy. 

Hut all wcic not of this kind. On the 26th he 
writes : — 

T took a Ihiee hours’ walk ovei the moois this moining with 
nothing hut grouse and peewits for company, and it was per- 
fectly (lelieious. f am beginning to forgot that I have a liver, 
and even feel mildly disposc<l to the two fools of women he tween 
whom I have to sit every meal. 

— ... 1 wish you would come here if only for a few 
days — ^it would do you a woil<l of good after your anxiety and 
wear and tear for the last week. And you say you are feeling 
weak. Please come and let me lake care of you a hit; T am 
sure the lovely air here would set you up. T feel hetter than T 
have for moiulis. . , . 

1'he couutiy is lovely, and in a few days nioie all the leaves 
will he oui. You can almost hear tliem lun sting. Now come 
down on Satuiday and rejoice the “sail* ecu” of your old hus- 
hand who is wearying foi you. 

Anolhei extract fiom the same coirespomiciiee expresses 
his detestation for a gross bieach of conlidenco; — 

Apfil 22, — ... 1 have given Mr. a pretty smart set- 

ting down for sending me Kuskin’s letter to him I It really is 
iniijuilous that sueh tlungvS slioukl be done. Kuskin has a right 

to say anything he likes in a private letter, and must he a 

perfect cad to send it on to me. 

The following letUu* on the ideal of a Ikilennlological 
Musmiin is a specialised and impioved version of his earlier 
schemes on the same snliject : — 
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4 Maiu,horoit(UI Pi.a(‘k, Aluy 3, 1886. 

My dear Foster — I cannot find Hughes’ letter, and fancy I 
must have dcstioycd it. So 1 cannot satisfy Newton as to the 
exact terms of his question. 

But I am quite clear that my answer was not meant to 
recommend any particular course for Camhiidge, when I know 
nothing ahout the particular circumstances of the ease, but re- 
fericd to what 1 should like to do if I had emte blanche. 

It is as plain as the nose on one’s face (mine is said to be 
very plain) that Zoological and Botanical collections should 
illustrate (i) Morphology, (2) Geographical Distribution, (3) 
Geological Succession. 

It is also obvious to me that the moiphological series ought 
to contain examples of all the extinct types in their proper 
places. But I think it will be no less plain to any one who has 
had anything to do with Geology and Paleontology that tlie great 
mass of fossils is to be most conveniently arranged stratigi aph- 
ically. The Jermyn St. Museum alTotds an example of the strati- 
graphical arrangement. 

I do not know that there is anywhere a collection ananged 
according to Piovinces of Gcogiaphical Distribution, Jt would 
be a great credit to Cambridge to set the example of liaving one. 

If I had a ficc hand in Cambridge or anywhere else 1 should 
build (A) a Museum, open to the public, and containing lliree 
strictly limited and selected collections j one morphologically, 
one geographically, and one stratigraphically arranged; and (B) 
a series of annexes arranged for storage and working purposes 
to contain the material which is of no u.sc to any but specialists. 
I am convinced that this is the only plan hy which the wants of 
ordinary people can be supplied clTicicntly, while ample loom is 
afforded for additions to any extent wilhoui large expense in 
building. 

On the present plan or no plan, Museums are built at great 
cost, and in a few years are choked for want of room. 

If you have the opportunity, I wish you would explain that 
I gave no opinion as to what might or might not l)c expedient 
under present circumstances at Cambridge. I do not want to 
seem meddlesome. — ^Ever yours very faithfully,

It might conciliate the clciics if you adopted this illustration, 
Hut as your ozvn, miiul. 1 should not like tlicni to think me 
capable of it. 

However, even llkley was not an infallible onie. Thus 
lie writes to vSir M. b'ostcr: — 

May 17 — I am ashamed of myself foi not going to town to 
attend the (lov, (/rant ComniiUee and Council, but 1 find I had 
better slop lieie till the end of the month, when I must icturn 
foi a while anyhow. 

I have improved veiy much heie, and so long as I take heaps 
of exercise eveiy day I have nothing to complain of beyond a fit 
of blue cl evils wlien T wake in the morning. 

Hut 1 don’t want lo do any maimer of work, still less any 
manner of play» such as is going on in T.ondon at this time of 
year, and I think I am wise to keep out of it as long as I can, 

i wish I knew what is the matter with me. I feel always 
just on the verge of iiecoming an absurd old hypochondriac, and 
as if it only wanted a touch U) send me ovei, 

May 27, — . . . The blue devils woiiy me far less than they 
did, If there were any herd of swine heic f might cast them 
out altogether, Intt 1 expect they would not go into blackfaccd 
shoei). 

I am disposed to slop not more tlian Icn days in London, but 
lo come buck liere and bring some work with me. In fact I do 
not kimw that T should return yet if it were not that I do not 
wish to miss our usual visit lo Halliol, and that my Spanish 
daughter is coming home for a few months. . , . 

1 am overwhelmed at being taken at my word about scientific 
federalion.'’* “Something will iianspire“ as old GuUlaff| said 
when he flogged plaintiff, defendant and witnesses in an obscure 
case. 

PS , — T have bad an invitation from to sign “without 

coiiimilting myself to details “ an approbation of his grand 
scheme. :|: A stupendous array of names appear iluis committed

f 'rills wonliy appears to have been an admiral on the China sta- 
tion about 18, |o. 

\ the leorganlsatlon of the Fisheries Department. 
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to the "piinciple of llie Bill.” I prefer lo Ijc the TTiii liufj^ton of 
the situation. 

During this fust stay in London he wiotc twice to Mr. 
Herbert Spencer, fioni whom he had iccelvcd not only 
some proofs as before, on biological subjects, but othet.s 
fiom his unpublished autobiogiaphy. Aftei twice reading 
these he had merely maikcd a couple of ])aiagiaphs contain^ 
iiig pcisonal icfercnces which niiglit ])Ossil)ly bo objecliom 
able to the Mtciis, administiatots and assigns,’ if there are 
any, or to the people themselves if they are living still/’ l ie 
continues, June i : — 

You will be quite taken aback at getting a pi oof from me 
with so few criticisms, hut even I am not so perverse as to 
think that I can improve yout own story of your own life I 

I notice a curious thing, If Ransom had not overworked 
himself, I should prohaldy not he writing tiiis leltoi. 

For if he had worked less hard J might Inive been first and 
he second at the Examination at the University of London in 
1845, Li which case 1 should have obtained the I^xhilHlion, 
slunild not have gone into tlie navy, and sliotdd have foj'saken 
science for practice. . . . 

Again on June 4 : — 

My DTCAR Spkncisr — H ere’s a screed foi you I f wish you 
well through it. 

Mind, I have no a priori objection lo the transmission of 
functional modifications whatever. In fact, as I tokl you, T 
sliotild rather like it lo he true, 

Bui I argued against the assumption (with Darwin as I do 
with you) of the operation of a fucioi which, if you forgive mo 
for saying so, seems as far o(T support by trustworthy evidence 
now as ever it was. — Ever yours very faithfully,

On the same day he wrote to Mr. (afterwards Sir Jolin)

five months, with such small success that I find a few days in 
London knocks me up, and I go back to the Yoikshiic moois

Tlic cloction of a new ITcadniaster, Dr. Warre, at Eton, 
where lie was a menihor of (he Governing Body, was a matter 
of no small concern to him at this moment. Some parts of 
the existing system seemed imjiossiblc to alter, though a re- 
form in the actual scheme and sco])c of teaching seemed to 
him hoili j)Ossihle and necessary for the future well-being of 
tlie school, lie writes to his eldest son on July 6, t886: — 

'flic whole system of paying the Eton masters by the profits 
of the boaidingdiouses they keep is detestable to my mind, but 
any aUempi to alter it would be fatal* 

... 1 look to the new appointment with gicai anxiety. It 
will make or mai Eton. If the new Headmaster ha.s the capacity 
to grasp the fact that the world has alteicd a good deal since the 
Eton system was invented, and if he has the sense to aclapi Kton 
to the new state of things, without letting go that which was 
good in the old system, ICion may become the finest public school 
in the country. 

Tf on the contrary lie is merely a vigotgus icprcscntative of 
the old syslom pure and simple, the school will go to the dogs. 

I think it is not unlikely that there may he a battle in the 
Governing Body ovei tbe business, and that 1 shall be on the 
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losing side. But I am used to that, and shall do what I think 
i ight nevertheless. 

The same letter contains his reply to a suggestion that 
he should join a society whose o1)jcct was to prevent a rail- 
way from being run right through the Lake district. 

I am not much inclined to join the “ Lake Distiict Defence 
Socicty.^^ I value natural beauty as much as most people — indeed 
I value it so much, and think so highly of its innucnce that I 
would make beautiful scenery accessible to all the world, if I 
could. If any engineering oi mining work is pi ejected, which 
will really de>slioy the beauty of the Lakes, I will certainly 
oppose it, but I am not disposed, as Goseben said, to give a 
blank cheque” to a Defence Society, the foice of winch is pi city 
ceitain to he wielded by the most inational fanatics among its 
mem])ers. 

Only the other day I walked the whole length of Hassen- 
tli watte from Keswick and hack, and I cay no I say that the lilllc 
line of rails which luiivS along the lake, now coming into view 
and now disappearing, interfeicd with my keen enjoyment iif 
the beauty of the lake any more than the macadamised i<)a<l did. 
And if it had not been for that railway 1 should not have been 
able to make Keswick my headqiiaiters, and T should have lost 
my day*s dcliglit. 

Peoples sense of beauty should he nioic robust. I liave had 
apocalyptic visions looking down Oxfoid Street at a sunset 
before now. — Ever, dear lad, your loving fatlicr,

After this he look liis wife to Harrojralc, "just like 
Clapliam Common on a j>real scale,” where slio was ordered 
to dtink the waters. For himself, it was as good as Ilkley, 
seeing that he needed " nothing Inil fresh air and exercise, 
and just as much work lhal interests me as will keep my 
mind from gelling ‘ blue mouldy.’ ” The work in this case 
was the chapter in the lute of Charles Darwin, which i\e 
had promised Mr. b'. Darwin to finisli Iteforc going al)rc)ad. 

On July 10, he writes to Sir M. i''osler on the rejection 
of the Home Rule Bill; — 

The smashing of Ihc G.O.M, appears to lie pretty complete, 
though lie has unrorlunalely enough left to give him Uie means 
of playing an ugly game of ohstruclion in the next Parliament. 
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You have taken the slime out of my exultation at Lubbock’s 
majority — though I confess I was dish eat tened to sec so many 
educated men going in for the disruption policy. If it wcic not 
for Randolph I should turn Tory, but that fellow will some day 
oust Salisbury as Dizzy ousted old Derby, and sell his party to 
Parnell or anybody else who makes a good bid. 

We arc flourishing on the whole. Sulphide of wife joins 
with me in love. — Ever yours, T. li. H. 

On the 2ist he writes: — 

The f 01 Illation of Huxley sulphide will be brought to a 
sudden termination to-morrow when we retuin to London. The 
process has ceilainly done my wife a gicat deal of good and I 
wish it could have gone on a week 01 two longer, but our old 
arrangements aie upset and we must start with the chicks for 
Switzerland on the 27th, that is next Tuesday, 
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The qarlier start was decided upon for tlie sake of one 
of his daughters, who had been ill He went first to Evo- 
lena, but the place did not suit him, ancl four days after 
his arrival went on to Arolla, whence he wiitCvS on Au- 
gust 3 

We reached Evolcna on Thursday last. ... We had 
glorious weather Thursday and Friday, and the latter day (Iniv** 
ing both been told carefully to avoid ovcr-exeition), the wife 
and I strolled, quite un intent ion ally, as far as the Clucier de 
Ferpecle and back again. Luckily the wife is none the worse, 
and indeed, I think I was the more tired of the two. lUii we 
saw at once that Evolcna was a mistake for our purpose, and 
were confirmed in that opinion by a deluge of rain on Saturday. 
The hotel is clown in a hole at the tail of a dirty Swiss village, 
and only redeemed by very good cooking. So, Sunday being 
fine, I, E. and H. started up here to prospect, 18 miles tip and 
down, and 2000 feet to climi), and did it beautifully. It is just 
the place for us, at the tail of a glacier in llto midst of a splendid 
amphitheatre of xi-i2000 feel snow hcigiils, ami yet not hare 
and waste, any quantity of stone-pines growing about. ... 1 
rather long for the ftesh-pois of Evolcna — cooking here being 
decidedly rudimentary— otherwise we are vciy well off. 

The keen air of six thousand feel a])ove sea level worked 
wonders with the invalids. The lassitude of the last two 
years was swept away, and Huxley came home eager fur 
active life. Here too it was that, for occupation, ho toolc up 
the study of gentians; the beginning of ihal love of his 
garden which was so great a delight to him in his last years. 
On his return home he writes : —

My dkar Foster — We got back last evening after a very 
successful trip. Aiolla suited ns all to a T, and we aie all in 
great force. AvS foi me, f have not known of the existence of 
niy livci, and except foi the fact that I found fifteen or sixteen 
miles with a couple of thousand feel up and down quite enougli, 
I could have deluded myself into the fond imagination that I 
was twenty yeai>s younger. 

By way of amusement T bought a .Swiss Flora in Lausanne 
and took lo botanising — and my devotion to the gentians led the 
Bishop of Cliichestei — a deal old man, who pahl us (that is the 
hotel) a visit — to decl.iie (hat I sought the “Ui -gentian” as a 
kind of Holy Chail Fhe only nUeriuption to our felicity was 
the death of a poor fellow, who was In ought down on a guide’s 
iiack fiom an expedition he ought not lo have undertaken, and 
whom 1 did my best to keep alive one night. Bui rapid plenrilic 
effusion finished him Ihe next morning, in spite of (1 hope 
not in consequence of) such medical Ireatinent «as I could 
give him. 

I see you had a gicat meeting at Birmingham, but I know 
not details, d'he delegation to Sydney is not a bad idea, but 
wily on earth have they aiianged that it shall ariivc in the 
middle of the hot wealhei ? Speechifying with the lliermonieter 
at po^^ in the shade will liy the neives of the delegates, I can 
lei! them. 

1 siiall remain (juietly here and sec whether T can stand 
T.ondon, 1 hope I may, for the oestius of work is upon me — for 
tile fnst time this couple of yeais. Let inc have sonic news of 
you.

being cairicd out under the superintendence of the Royal 
Society. Finally he was induced by a “ diabolical plot ” 
on the ])art of Mr. Spencer to read, and in convSCc[ucncc to 
answer, an article in the Forinighfly (or November by Mr.

I shall have to veiify lots of statements about gentians I have 
not seen, l)Ut at pioseiit the general results arc very curious and 
interesting. The species fall into iour groups, one primary least 
differentiated — three, specialised. 

I. Lobes of corolla fringed, 2. Coronate. 3. Interlobate 
(i.c. not the “ plica ’’ between the pioper petals). 

Now the interesting point is that the Antarctic species are 
all primary and so are the gicat majority of the Andean forms, 
Lutcu is the only old-world primary, unless the Himalayan 
Mooicrof liana lielongs here. The Arctic foinis aie ahso piimaiy, 
hut the petals more extensively united. 

I'he specialiseil types aie all Aictogcal with the exception of 
half a dozen 01 so Andean species including prosirata. 

Theie is a strange gencial parallelism with the cray-fishcs ! 
which also have theii primary forms in Austialia and New 
Zealand, avoid \L S. America and Afiica, and become most dif- 
ferentiated in Aictogiea, But there are also differences in 
detail. 

It sliikes me that this is uncommonly interesting; but, of 
course, all the infoimation about the structure of the flowers, 
etc., I gel at second hand, wants vciifying. 

Have you done the gentians of your Flora Indica yet? Do 
look at them from this point of view. 

T cannot make out what Giisebach means by his division of 
Chondrophylla. What is a “ carlilaginous ” margin to a leaf? — 
“ l''olia inargine ^ arlihfiinca ! He has a lot of Indian sp. under 
this head. 

T send you a rough .schcnic I have drawn up. Please let me 
have it back. Any annotations thankfully received. Shan^t 
apologise foi bothering you.

CHAPTER X 


1887 

The first half of 1887, like that of tlic prccccliiij^* year, 
was clicqiierccl by constant returns of ill-health. As one 
gets older/' he writes in a New Year's letter to Sir J, Don- 
nelly, " hopes for oneself get more moderate, and 1 shall 
be content if next year is no worse than the last. 11 lessee! 
aie the poor in spirit I" The good effects of the visit to 
Arolla had not oittlastcd the winter, and tioni the en<l of 
February he was obliged to alternate between London and 
the fslc of Wight. 

Ncvcithcless, he managed to attend to a good deal of 
business in the intervals between his periodic (lights lo the 
country, for he continued to servo on the Royal Soeiely 
Council, to do some of the examining woik at South Ken- 
sington, and to fight for the cstalilislmient of ade(|iiate 1'ech- 
nical Education in England. He attended the Senate and 
various committees of the London University and of the 
Maiine Biological Association. 

Several letters refer lo the proposal — it was the Jubilee 
year — to comnicnioratc the occasion by the establishnionl 
of the Imperial Institute, To this he gkully gave hivS su]!- 
port; not indeed to the merely social side; but in the ojijior- 
tunity of organising the practical applications of science (o 
indUvStry he saw the key to success in the industrial war 
of the future. Seconding the resolution proposed by Lord 
Rothschild at the Mansion House meeting on January la, 
he spoke of the relation of industry lo science — the two great 
developments of this century, l^'ormerly practical men 
looked askance at science, but witliin the last thirty years, 
more particularly/* continues the report in Nature (vol. 

- 160 
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xxxiii. p. 265) that state of things had entirely changed^ 
There began in the hist place a slight fliitatiou between 
science and industiy, and that fliitation had giown into an 
intimacy, he might almost say courtship, until those who 
watched the signs of the times saw that it was high time 
that the young people married and set up an estal)lishmcnt 
for themselves. This great scheme, from his point of view, 
was the public and ceremonial mairiagc of science and in- 
dustryT 

Jh^oceeding to speak of the contrast between militarism 
and industrialism, he asked whcthci, after all, modern in- 
dustry was not wai undci the foims of peace. The differ- 
ence was the difference l)ctwcen modern and ancient war, 
consisting in the use of scientific weapons, of organisation 
and information, The countiy, he concluded, had dropped 
astern in the race for want of special education which was 
obtained elsewhere by the artisan. The only possible chance 
(or keeping the industry of England at the head of the world 
was through organisation. 

Writing on January 18, to Mi. f-Tcrbcrt Spencer, who 
had scut him some proofs of his Autobiography to look 
through, he says: — 

I sec that your proofs have been in my hands longer than I 
thonghl for. Ihit you may have seen that 1 have been star- 
ling '' at the Mansion House. 

'Fliis was not exactly one of those liits of over-easiness to 
pressure with wliich you reproach me — but the resultant of a 
composition of pressures, one of which was the conviction that 
the Instilute^* might he made into something vciy useful and 
greatly wanted — if only the projectors could he made to believe 
tlial they had always intended to do that which your humble 
servant wants done — that is the establishment of a sort of Royal 
Society for the inijirovcmciit of iiuluslrial knowledge and an 
iuduslrial university — by voluntary association, 

T hoiie my virtue may he its own reward. For except being 
knocked up for a day or two by the unwonted effort, T doubt 
whether there will he any other. The thing has fallen flat as a 
pancake, and I greatly doubt whether any good will come of it. 
T^'xoepl a fine in the shape of a subscription, I hope to escape 
further punishment for my efforts to he of use,

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However, this was only the boginninR of his cani]>aiRiL 

On Janiiaiy 27, a lettci fioni him a])i)caic(l in the 'J'imcs, 
guaiding^ against a wiong inioipiclalion of his S[)ecch, in 
the general uncertainly as to the intoiUioiis of tlie pioposers 
of the scheme. 

I had no iiiicnlion (lie writes) of expressing any eiUhusi" 
asm on behalf of the estahlishmenl of a vast peinianetU bazaar. 
i am not competent to estimate the leal utility tif these great 
shows. What I do see veiy clearly is that they involve ditlicul- 
iies of site, huge woiking expenses, the potentiality of endless 
squabbles, ami appaienlly the cheapening of knighlhnod. 

As for the site proposed tit South Kensington, ** the 
arguments used in its favour in the report would he con** 
elusive if the dry light of leasiin were the sole guide of 
human actinii.^^ lUit it would alienate other powerful and 
wealthy tiodics, which w'erc interested in the (’entral In- 
stitute of the City and (htilds Tcehtiical Inslitule, “ which 
looks so poitly outside and is so very much starved inside.’' 

He wrote again to llie Times on March 21 

The Central fnstilnle is umlouhlcilly a splendid nionuiucnl (d 
the miiniricetice of the city. Hnt inuniliconoe vvilhoul nielhod 
may ariivc at results indistiiiguishahly similar to those of slingi 
ness. I have beem blamed for saying lliat the (Vnlral Institute 
is starved,” Yet a man who has only half as nmeh food as he 
needs is indubitably slaivcd, even though his shoit rations con- 
sist of ortolans and are served upon gold jdatc, 

Only half the plan of operations as drawn U]) hv ilie 
Conuniltee was, or could he, carried out on existing funds. 

The later part of his letter was printed hy the ('oin- 
niiltce as defining the functions of llie new Inslitule f 

Thai with which I did intend to express my strong synijmlhy 
was the intention which I thought 1 iliseenied to establish sonu^ 
thing which should play the same imrt in regard to ihe advance- 
mcnl of iiiduslrial knowledge which has been played in regard 
to science and learning in general, in these realms, hy the Royal 
Society and the Universities, . . . f pictured the Imperial In- 
sliliUc to myself as a house of call for all Ihose wlm are eojj^* 
cerned in the advancomeiU of industry; as a place in which 
the home-keeping industrial could find out all lie wants iu know 
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about colonial indiisliy and the colonist about home industry; 
as a soil of neutral ground on which the capitalist and the 
artisan would be equally welcome; as a ceiitie of intercommuni- 
cation in which they might enter into friendly discussion of 
the pioblems at issue between them, and, perchance, anive al 
a fiiendly solution of them* I imagined it a place in which 
the fullest stores of industrial knowledge would lie made acces- 
sible to the public; in which the higher questions of commerce 
and industry would be systematically studied and elucidated; 
and wheie, as in an industrial universily, the whole technical 
education of the countiy might find its centre and crown. If 
I earnestly desire to sec such an institution created, it is not 
because I think that or anything else will put an end to pauper- 
ism and want — as sonichody has absurdly suggested, — but be- 
caUvSc I believe it will »8upply a foundation for that scientific 
oiganisation of our industries which the changed conditions of 
the limes render indispensable to their prosperity. I do not 
think t am far wrong in assuming that we aie eiiteiing, indeed, 
have already entcied, upon the most sciious struggle for exist- 
ence to which this country has ever been committed. The lattei 
yeais of the century piomise to sec us embaikcd in an inclustiial 
war of far more seiious import than the military wais of its 
opening yeais. On the east, the most systcMiiatically instructed 
and hest-infoimcd people in Europe are our competitors; on the 
west, an energetic off- shoot of our own stock, giown bigger than 
its patent, cnteis upon the struggle possessed of natural re- 
sources to which we can make no pretension, and with every 
prospect of soon possessing that cheap labour by which they 
may be effectually utilised. Many circumstances lend to justify 
tiie hope that wc may hold our own if we are careful to ** organ- 
ise victory.’* Hut to those who reflect seriously on the piospects 
of iiic population of Lancashire and YoikvSliire^ — should the 
time ever arrive when the goods which arc produced by their 
lalioiir and their skill arc to be had cheaper elsewhere — to 
those who remember the cotton famine and reflect how much 
worse a customer famine would be, the situation appears veiy 
grave. 

On L'cljruary 19 and 22, he wrote again to the Times 
declaring against the »South Kensington site. Ti was too 
far from the lieart of commercial organisation in the city, 
and the city people were preparing to found a similar in- 
stitution of their own. He therefore wished to prevent the 
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Imperial Institule from hcconilii^ a weak and uiiwoitliy 
iiicnioruil of the rcif;ii. 

A final letter to the 'rimes on iVlaroli 21, wa« evoked by 
the fact that Lord llartin^^ton, in Riving away the prizes at 
the rolyteclinic had adopted lluxley^s iiosilion 

as defined in his speech, and deelaied tliat science ouf^ht 
to he aided on precisely the same f^rounds on which we 
aid the ainiy and navy. 

In this letter he asks, how do we staml piepared for the 
task thus imperatively set ns? We liave the machinery 
(01 providin|> iiisttuction and intoinialion, and for catcliinf>‘ 
capalde men, l)iit both in a disjointetl condition — “ all mere 
torsos — fine, 1 )u( fraj^nienlary/’ The ladder from the 
>School lloaid lo tlic Universities, about which 1 dreamed 
dreams many years apo, Inis not yet aciinired much more 
substantiality than the ladder of Jacob’s vision,” hnt the 
Science and Art Department, the Noimal School of Science, 
and the Central Institute only want the means lo carry out 
the recommendations already made by im])arlial and indc- 
poiulenl authoiity. ” ICcoiiomy does luU lie in si)arii4» 
money, hut in spendin}^' it wisely.” 

Tie concluded wUli an appeal to TiOnl naitinf>ton to 
lake up this task of or|4anisin|» industrial education ami 
bring it to a happy issue. 

A jiroposal was also made lo the Royal Society lo eo- 
operate, and Sir M, luislcr writes on I'Vhruary U): ” We 
have ai)pt)inted a Committee to consider and chaw tij) a 
draft reply with a view of the ICS* following \\[) your letter,” 

To this TUixley replied on the 22 iid;— 

. . . My opinion is that the U.S. has no right to spend its 
monc'y or pledge its credit for any hut scion I i tic objects, and I hat 
wc liave nolliing to do with sending round the liat for other 
purposes. 

The project of the Tnslilnlo ( oinmiltce as it stands con- 
nccLcd with the South Kensington site-"" is enndenmod hy all 
the city people and will receive none hnt the most grudging sup- 
port from Iheiii. Thc'y are going to set up what will lie prac- 
tically an [nsliiute of their own in the city. 

The thing is already a failure, I ilaresay it will go on and 
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lie varnished into a simulacrum of success — to become eventually 
a ghost like the Albert Hall 01 revive as a tea gaiden. 

The following letter also touches upon the function of 
the Jnstitutc from the commercial side; —

My deak Donnelly — Mr. Law’s suggestion gives admirable 
definition to the notions that were floating in my mind when I 
wrote in my letter to the Times, that I imagined the Institute 
would lie a “place in which the fullest stores of industnal 
knowledge would be made accessible to the public.” A man of 
business who wants to know anything about the prospects of 
trade with say, Boorioboola~gha (vide Bleak House) ought to 
be alile to look into the Institute and find thcie somebody, who 
will at once fish out for him among the documents in tlie place 
all that is known about Booiiohoola. 

But a Commci :ial fiUclligencc Department is not all that is 
\vaiilc<l, vide valuable letter aforesaid. 

i hope your appetite for the break EavSt was none the worse 
for last night’s doings — mine was rather improved, bul I am

I^ater in the year, the following letters show him con- 
tinuing the campaign. But an attack of pleurisy, which 
]>egaii the very day of the Jubilee, prcvenlcd him from 
coming to si)cak at a meeting upon Technical Education. 
In the autumn, however, he spoke on the subject at Man- 
chester, and had the satisfaction of seeing the city “ go 
solid,*’ as he expressed it, for technical education. The cir- 
eunistances of this visit arc given later,

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A g‘00(l (leal of correspondence at this time with Sir 
M. I ''osier relates to the examination of the Science and 
Art Department. He was still Dean, it will he rcmcmbcied, 
of the Royal College of Science, and further kept up his 
eonneelioii with the Department hy acting in an honorary 
capacity as ICxaniiner, setting questions, but less and less 
looking over papers, acting as the channel for official com- 
nuinicatinns, as when he wiites (April 24), ** I send you 
some Department documents — nothing alarming, only more 
worry for the Asst. Examiners, and that we do not mind ; 
and finally i^igning the Report. But to do this after taking 
so small a share in the actual work of examining, grew 
more and more repugnant to liini, till on October 12 he 
writes : — 

f will read tlie Rcpoit and sign it if need be — though there 
really nuist be some fresh arrangement. 

Of course I have ciUiie conlidence in your judgment about 
the examination, i)ni f have a inoital horror of putting my name 
to things I do not know of my own knowledge. 

Tn addition to these occupations, he wrote a short paper 
upon a fossil, Ceratochelys, which was read at the Royal 
Society on Maich 31; while on April 7 he read at the 
TJnnean {Bolany: vol. xxiv. pp. 101-124), his paper, The 
CroiUiaiis: Notes and Queries,'' which had sprung from his 
holiday auiusemenl at Andla. 

IMulosojdiy, however, claimed most of his energies. The 
canii)aign begun in answer to the incursion of Mr. Lilly 
was coiUimie(l in the article ** Science and Bscudo-Scicntific 
IU\alism" (ColL Bssoys, v. 59 -'^ 9 ) which appeared in the 
Nineteenth Century tor Eebruary 1887. The text for this 
discourse was the ro])ort of a sermon by Canon Liddon, 
in which that eminent preacher spoke of catastrophes as 
the antithesis of physical law, yet possible inasmuch as a 
" lower law " may l)0 suspended ” by the intervention 
of a biglier," a mode of reasoning which he applied to the 
])ossibiIity of miracles such as that of Cana. 

The man of science was up in arms against this incar- 
nation of abstract terms, and oiTered a solemn protest against 
that modern recrudescence of ancient realism which speaks 
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of ^Maws of naiurti’’ as iIiohrIi ilu’y wriT iiKii'potultMil riili- 
tics, agciils, and cflicinU causes of that wliich liappcns, in- 
vSicad of simply otii name fur ohscrvccl succcssi<)ns of fads. 

Caicfully as all personalities had been avoidcil iu this 
article, it calletl foitli a lively reply from Ihe l)nke of 
Argyll, lehukiuR him for ventuiiiiR to ciilicisc llie prcaclier, 
whose name was now l)r()Uf»ht forward for the lirsl lime, ami 
raising a nuniher of <Ulier (|ue,slions, j>lniosopln'eal, gei)logi- 
cal, and biological, to which Huxley rejoincil with some 
selections from Ihc aulheniie histoiy of llu‘se points in 
‘HScicnce and Pseudo-Seience ” {Nnniirnlli ('vnhuy, April 
1887, Coll, assays, v. ()0dii5). 

Moreover, judging from the vivaeiiy of llu' Duke’s n'jdy 
that some of the shafts of the fusl aitiele imist have slruek 
neaier home than llie pulpit of Si. I‘aurs, lu‘ was imhieed 
to read Tlie Reign of Daw,” the seciuid ehapl(’r of wliieh, 
dealing with the nature of ” Daw/’ he now erilici.sed sharply 
as ” a sort of ‘ summa ’ of pseitdo-seienlilie philosophy,” wilii 
Us confusions of law and neces.sity, law and force, law in 
the sense, not merely of a rule, hul of a cause.” 

He wound up with some hauler upon llu‘ DuKe’.s pieluie 
of a scientific Reign of Terror, wlieieby, il seemed, all nu'u 
of science were compelled to accept Darwinism, and against 
which Huxley himself was pieparing to rebel, as if, 
forsooth, 1 am supposed to i)e waiting for the signal of “ levoii/* 
which some fiery spiiits among ihcse ymiug lueii are to raise 
before 1 dare exjuess niy real opinions concminng ijiiestiniis 
about which we (dder nu'ii bail lo fight in the teelli of fierce 
opposition and obhapiy- of something whirli mighi almost jnsiify 
even the grandiloquent epithet of a Reign of 'IVrror before niir 
excellent successors had left school. 

Here for a while the debate dsised. llui in lln^ Sep 
Icnihcr number of the Nhclccnfh ('cutary, the Duke of 
Argyll relunied lo the fray with an arlicle ealleil “A t Ireal 
Lc»sson, in which lie a(tein|)led to oiler twitlence in sujiporl 
of his assertions concerning the scientific reign of terror. 
The two cliief pieces of evidence adiluced were Daihvhins 
(now Sir J.) Murray’s theory of coral reeks, ' 'Die

lindiii^ suppoU for the Darwinian theory in the existence 
of tbivS wi<lesj)iead ptimordial life; the latter as a case in 
which a new theoiy had been systematically burked, for 
fear of dania^inR* the infallibility of Darwin, who had pro- 
p{)nnde<i a dilTctent theory of coral reefs! 

1 luxury’s reply to this was contained in the latter half 
of an article which appeared in the Nhietccnflt Century foi 
November 1HH7, under the title of Science and the Bish- 
ops (leprinted botli in Coulroverlcd Questions and in the 
Collected iissaysy v. 126, as ''An EpivScopal Trilogy”). 
Pleaching* at Manchester this autumn, during the meeting 
of the llrilish Association, the Bishops of Carlisle, Bedford, 
ami Manchesler had spoken of science not only with knowl- 
e<lge, but in the spirit of e{|uity and generosity, "These 
sermons," he exclaims, " are what the Germans call Epochc- 
macliend 1 " 

! low nflen was il iny fate (lie continues), a quattcr of a 
eenlnry ago, lo see the whole artillery of the pulpit brought to 
hear njioti the doctrine of evolution and its supporters I Anyone 
unaceustonied to the amenities of ecclesiastical controversy 
would have ( hough L we were too wicked to he penniUecl to live. 

y\fier llius welcoming these episcoim! advances, he once 
more icpndiated the d Iniori argument against the efficacy 
of player, the theme of one of the three sermons, and then 
jU'ocecded lo discuss another sermon of a dignitary of the 
(‘hnreh, which had been semt to liim by an tuiknown cor- 
respondent, for '* tliore seems to be an impression abroad — 
1 do not <!csire to give any eountenanco lo il — that I am 
fond of reading sermons/* 

Now Ibis preaelier was of a very difTerenl mind fiom 
the lliie(‘ bis!io))S. Inslea<l of dwelling upon the " supremo 
imporlaneo of the purely spirilual in our faith,” he warned 
his lu'arers against ilropping olT any of the miraculous in- 
tegument of Ihetr religion. " C'hristianity is essentially 
miraculous, and falls to llie ground if miracles he impossi- 
ble.” lie WMS uncompromisingly opposed lo any acconi- 
mudalion with advancing knowledge, or with the high 
standard ut veracity, enforced by the naluro of their pur- 
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suits, ill which Huxley found the only (liffiMcncc lietwocn 
scientific men iiiid any other class of the connminily. 

Ihit it was not mciely Itiis misiepi cstnUadon of science 
on its speculative vside which Huxley deploied; lie was 
roused to indignation by an attack on its inoialily. d'lie 
pieacher reileiated the chaise hrouj^dit forwaid in the 
** Cheat Lesson/^ that Dr. Muiiay’s theory of coial icefs 
had been actually suppressed for two yeais, aiul that by the 
• advice of those who accepted it, tot teai of iipseltiiiR the 
infalliliility of the {^reat nuistcr. 

Hereupon he turned in downright earnest upon the 
orif^iuator of the asseilion, who, he eonsideri'd, had no lunre 
than the amateur’s knowledge of the subjirt. A plain 
statement of the facts was rofnlaiion enough. 'The iu‘w 
theoiies, he pointed out, had been wiilely disenssed ; (liey 
had been adopted by some geologists, althougii I )ai win liitn- 
self had not been converted, an<l aftei careful and prolonged 
re-'examination of the (|ueslion, Drofessor Dana, the gieatesl 
living authority on coial reefs, had rejecl(‘d them. As Ih'o^ 
fessor Judd said, “ ff this be a * conspiracy of siK'nce,’ where, 
alasi can the geological speeulatoi seek for [anie?’' Any 
warning not to publish in haste was lint advice to a still 
unknown man not to attack a secMiiingly well~eslablishe(l 
theory without making sure of hivS groniid/'' 

As for the Bathybius myth, Huxley pointed out that 
his announcenieut of the discovery had l»een simply a staU‘* 
mciit of the actual facts, and that so far fiuin seeing in it 
a confirmation of Darwinian hypotlieses, he was eandul to 
warn his readers "to kec]) the (luestinns of fact and llu‘ 
questions of inlerprelatinii well apart.” "Tliat \vhieh in 
lercsted me in the matter,” he says, " was the apparent anal- 
ogy of Balhybius with other well-known forms of lower 
life,” , . . " if Bathybiits were brought up alive from the 
bottom of the Atlantic to-morrow, the fact w«)tild not have 
the slightc.st hearing, lliat f can clisc(M’n, upon Mr. Darwin's 
speculations, or upon any of the disputt'd prolilems of biol - 
ogy.” And as for his " eating the leek ” afterwards, Ins

'riu‘ most considciahlc difference I note among men (he 
conchulcs) is not in llieir readiness to fall into eiior, but in their 
KMditu’SS to aeUiiowU'dgc these inevitable lapses. 

As the Duke in a siihsequenl aiticle did not unequivo- 
cally withdraw his slalemcnls, Huxley declined to continue

"file Duke of Argyll has been making capital out of the same 
chenmslanees as those referred to by the llisliop. T believe that 
ilie inlerprelalion pul upon the facts by both is wholly mislead- 
ing and erroneous, 

It is (luite preposterous lo suppose that the men of science of 
this or any iilher country have the sliglilesL ilisposition to sup- 
imrl any view which may have been enunciated by one of their 
colleagues, however distinguished, if good grounds arc shown 
for believing it to be erroneous, 

When Mr. Murray arrived at his conclusions I have no 
doubt he was advised lo make his ground sure before he attacked 
a geiKM’alisatioii which appeared so well founded us that of Mr, 
Darwin respecting coral reefs. 
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If he had cousultcd me I should have given him LluU advice 
myself, foi his own sake. And whocvci advised him, in that 
sense, in my opinion did wisely. 

But the theologians cannot gel it out of Iheii heads, liiat 
as they have cieeds, to which they must stick at all hazards, so 
have the men of science. There is no inoic tidiculotts delusion. 
We, at any rale, hold oiu .selves morally hound to “ try all things 
and hold fast to that which is good''; and among pulilic bene- 
factors, we leckon him who explodes old eiior, as next in rank 
to him who discovers new trnth.

Two letters on kunlicd subjects may appropriaiedy fol- 
low in this place. Thanking M. Henri (ladeau de Keiville 
for his " Caiiserics stir le Traiistonnisme,” he writes

picscnl state of the evolution doctrine as applied to biology. 

There is a statement on p. 87 "Apies .sa moil bamarck ful 
coinplelement oublie," which may he true for France but cei- 
tainly is not so foi England. Fiom 1830 onwards foi moie than 
forty years Lycir.s '' Ihdnciples of (leology ” was one of tlic most 
widely read sciciitilic books in this country, and it contains an 
elaborate crilicLsni of Lamarck’s views, Moreover, they were 
largely debated during the controversies wbicli arose out of the 
publication of the ‘'Ve.stiges of Creation” in iH^pi or iluMvabonm. 
Wc are certainly not guilty of any neglect of I-uniarck on tliis 
side of the Channel. 

' If T may make another criticism it is that, to my mind, 
atheism is, on purely philosophical grtmnds, untenahle. Tlint 
there is no evidence of the existence of such a being as the (Jod 
of the theologians is true enough; but strictly sidenlific reason- 
ing can take ns no further, Where we know nothing we ean 
neither aflirm nor deny willi propriety, 

The other is in answer to llic Bishop ot Kipon, enclosing 
a few linos on the principal rcprescnlativcs of modern sci- 
ence, which he had asketl for,

My dear Ihsuop of Rtuon— 1 shall be very glad if T can be 
of any use to you now and always, Ihil it is not an easy task to 
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put into lialf-a-do/en sentences, up to the level of your vigorous 
Knglisli, a statement that shall be unassailable from the point of 
view of a scientific fault-fmdcr — which shall be intelligible to 
the general public and yet accurate. 

I have made seveial attempts and enclose the final result, 
r tliiuk the substance is all right, and though the form might 
cciiainly be improved, I leave that to you. When I get to a 
eel tain point of tinkering my phrases I have to put them aside 
for a (lay m two. 

Will you allow me to suggest that it might be better not to 
name any living man? The temple of modem science has been 
tlie work of many labouicrs not only in our own but in other 
countries. Some have been more busy in shaping and laying the 
stones, some in keeping off the Sanballats, some piophctwisc in 
indicating the course of the science of the future. U would be 
hard in say who has done best service. As regards l)i. Joule, 
for example, no doubl he did moic than any one to give the doc- 
irinc of the conservation of energy ptecisc expiession, but 
Mayor and others run him hard. 

Of deceased irngUshmen who lielong to the first half of the 
Viclorian epoch, T should say that Faiaday, Lycll, and Darwin 
bad exeitod the greatest inlluence, and all tliree were models 
of tile higliest and best class of physical plulosophcis. 

As for me, in iiait fiom foicc of circumstance and in part 
from a conviction 1 could be of most use in that way, I have 
played tlie part of something between maid-of-* all- work and 
gladiator-geneial for Science, and descive no such prominence 
as your kindness has assigned to me,-*— With our united kind 
regards to Mrs. Carpenter and yourself, ever yours very faith- 
fully, T. H. Huxley. 


A brief note, also, to Lady Welby, dated July 25, is 
cluiractcrislic of bis attUude towards unvcriricd speculation. 

T have looked through the paper you l\ave sent me, but T 
cannot undertake to give any jiulginent upon it. Spccnlalions 
such as you deal with arc qiiilc out of my way. I get lost the 
monienl I lose touch of valid fact and incontrovciUhlo demon- 
stration and find myself wandeiing among large propositions, 
which may lie cjuite true hut which would involve me in months 
of work if T wore to set myself seriously to find out whclhcr, 
and in what sense, they are true. Moreover, at present, what 
little energy I po.ssess is morlgagcd to quite other occupations, 
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The following letter was in answer to a request which 
I was commissioned to forward him, that he would consent 
to serve on an honoiaiy conunittee of the Socictc des Pro- 
fesseurs de Fran^ais cn Augletcrre. 

Jan. 17, 1887, 

I quite forgot to say anything about the Coinite d'lionneiir, 
and as you justly remark in the present strained state of foioign 
politics the coiivscquences may be seiious. Please tell your col- 
league that I shall bo **pioud an' ’appy.” You need not tell him 
that my piidc and happine»ss aie contingent on havitig nolliing to 
do for the honour. 

In the meantime, the ups and dowtis of his health aie 
reflected in various letters of these six months. Much set 
up by his stay in the fslc of Wight, he writes from Shankliii 
on April 11 to Sir E, Frankland, describing the last meeting 
of the .V Club, which the tatter had not been able to attend, 
as he was staying in the Kiviera; — 

Hooker, Tyndall, and I alone tinned up last 'I'liursdiiy. T.ub- 
bock had gone to High lUms about used up by the House of 
Commons, and there was no sign of Hirst. 

Tyndall seemed quite himself again. Tu fact, wc three old 
fogies voted unanimously that we were ready to pit ourselves 
against any three youngsteis of the present generation in wtilk- 
ing, climbing, or head-work, and give them odds. 

I hope you are in the same comfortable frame of mind. 

I had no notion that Mentone had suffered so seriously in 
the earthquake of 1887. Moral for archileels: read your Bible 
and l)uild your house upon the lock, 

The sky and sea here may be fairly matched against Mentone 
or any other of your Meiliterranean places, Also the cast wind, 
which has been blowing steadily for ten days, and is nearly as 
keen as the Tramontana. Only in consequence of the long cold 
and drought not a leaf is out. 

^ Shankliii, indeed, suited him so well that he had half a 
mind to settle there. "There are plenty of sites for buiht- 
ing,” he writes home in February, " but T have not thought 
of commencing a house yet.” Itowever, he gave up the 
idea; Shankliii was too far from town. 

But though he was well enough as long as he kept out 
of London, a return to his life there was not possilile for any 
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considerable time. On May 19, just before a visit to Mr. 
V. Darwin at Cambridge, I find that he went down to St. 
All)ans for a couple of days, to walk; and on the 27th he 
l^ctoolc hinivSclf, terribly ill and broken down, to the Saver- 
nakc JH)rcst Hotel, in hopes of getting scicwed up.** This 
till ned out a capital speculation, a charming spick-and- 
span little countiy hostchy with great trees in front,** Jktt 
the weather was persistently bad, “ the screws got looser 
rather than tighter,** and again he was compelled to stay 
away from the x. 

A week later, however, he writes : — 

'“Phe weather has been detestable, and I got no good till 
yesterday, which was happily fine. Ditto to-day, so I am picking 
up, and shall rcUun to-monow, as, like an idiot as 1 am, I 
piomiscd to take the chair at a public meeting about a Ficc 
Lilmuy for Marylcbone on Tuc.sday evening. 

I wonder if you know this country. I find it cli arming. 

On the same day as that which was fixed for the meeting 
in favour of the Free Libiary, he had a very interesting 
inteiview with the Jh-emier, of which he left the following 
notes, written at the Athenaeum immediately after : — 

/ tau ’ 7, 1887. 

Called on Lord Salisbiuy by appointment at 3 i\m,, and had 
twenty minutes’ talk with him about the ^Mnaltcr of some pulilic 
interest” mentioned in his letter of the (29th). 

This liuned out to he a propo.sal for the formal recognition 
of dtslingnished services in Science, Letters, and Art by the 
institution of some sort of order analogous to the Pour le Mcritc. 
Lord vSalishuiy spoke of the anomalous present mode of dis- 
trilmling honours, intimated that the Queen desired to establish 
a better system, and asked my opinion. 

T said that T should like to separate my personal opinion from 
that which [ lielievcd to obtain among the majority of scientific 
men; that f thought many of the killer were much discontenied 
witli the present state of affairs, and would highly approve of 
such a proposal as T.ord Salisbury shadowed forth , 

'^Phai, so far as my own personal feeling was concerned, it 
was opposed to anything of the kind for Science. I said that in 
Science we had two advantages — first, that a man’s work is 
deinonslrahly either good or bad; and secondly, that the "con- 
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tcjnpoiary posterity*’ of foreij^ntM's jiult^cs us, and rewards ^()od 
woik by ineml)ersliip of Academies and so foilh. 

In Art, if a man chooses Lo call Uapliael a daiiiicr, you can’t 
prove he is wroii|(; and literary work is just as haul to jud^e. 

I then spoke of the dangers to which science is exposed hy 
Ihe undue prominence and weight of men who successfully apply 
scientilic knowledge to practical purposes — eng i nee is, chemical 
inventors, etc, etc, ; said it appeared to me that a Minister having 
Bitch order at his disposal would find it very difficult to resist the 
piessure Inought hy such people as against the man of high 
science who had not happened to have done anything lo strike 
the popular mind. 

Discussed the possihilily of submission of names hy some- 
body for the appioval and choice of the C’rnwii. h''oi Sci<Mice, 
I ilinughl the R.S, Council might discharge that duly veiy faiily 
I tliought that the Academy of Rerlin presenled people for llie 
Pour Ic Merit Ci hut Lord S, thought not. 

In the course of convcisatiou I spoke of [hiokei’s case as a 
glaring example of the wrong way of treating distingnishod men. 
Observed that though \ difl not peisonally care for or desite llie 
institution of such honorary order, yet I thought it was a mis- 
take in policy for the Crown as the fountain of lionom to fail 
in recognition of that which (leservcs Iionoui in the world of 
Science, Letters, and Art. 

Lord Salisbury smilingly sninnied up, Well, it seems that 
you don’t desire the eslahlishmont of such an order, hul that It 
you were in my place you would establish it,” lo whicli i as- 
sented. 

Said he had spoken to Leighton, who ihonglit well of the 
project. 

It was not long, lunvcver, liefoie lie received iniperalive 
notice to (|ult town witli all celerity, flo fell ill with what 
tuined out to be pleurisy ; and after rceruiling at llklcy, went 
again to Switzerland.

T liful a coii- 
glomcMale of engagcnicnls of vaiioiis dcgices of importance in 
tile latter half of last week, and had to forego iheiii all, by icason 
of a devil in tlic sliapc of muscular rheumatism of one side, 
which entered me last Wednesday, and refuses to be wholly 
exorcised (I believe it is niy Jubilee Honour). Along with it, 
and T snjiposc the cause of it, a icgulai liver upset I am very 
seedy yet, and even if Fanning's death had not occuircd I doubt 
if I should have been ready to face the Tyndall dinner. 

The lefcrencc to this '^Tyndall dinnci ” is explained in 
the following letters, which also lefer to a meeting of tlic 
London University, in which the projects of reform which 
he himself supported met with a smart rebuff.

My dkak Tyndall — I am very soiry to hear of your gout, 
hul they say when it conies out at the toes it flies from the better 
parts, and that is to the good. 

'riiere is no soil of reason why unsatisfied cuiiosily should 
continue to disturb your domestic hearth; your wife will have 
the gout too if it goes on, They " can’t hear the strain. 

d'lie histoiy of the whole business is this. A day or two 
befoie I spoke to you, T.ockyci told me that vaiious people had 
been talking about the propriety of recognising your life-long 
woik in some way or other; that, as you would not have any- 
Ihing else, a dinnei had been suggested, aud finally a8kc<l me 
to iiKiuire whetiiei you would accept that expression of good- 
will. Of course \ said T would, and I asked accoidingly. 

After you ha<l assented I spoke to several of our friends who 
were at the Aihcnicum, and wrote to Lockyer, I believe a stiong 
commillce is forming, and ihal we shall have a scientific jubila- 
lioii on a large scale; hut T have purposely kept in the back- 
ground, and confined myself, like Bismarck, to the business of 
'' honest biokcM,"

Madder than ever on Gentians. 

The following is in reply to Sir E. Franlcland^s enquiiics 
with reference to the reported presence of (ish in the resci- 
voirs of one of the walcr-conipanies, 

Hotel Rujjii Vaudois, Giion, St ' pi . i6, 1887. 

Wc left Arolla about ten days ago, and aftci stiiying a day 
at St. Maurice in consequence of my wife’s indisposition, came 
on here where your letter just received lias followed me. I am 
happy to say I am quite set up again, and as I can manage my 
1500 or 2000 feet as well as ever, I may be pretty clear that my 
pleurisy has not left my lung sticking anywlicic. 

I will lake your enquiiics seriatim, (i) The faith of your 
small boyhood is justified. Eels do wander overland, especially 
in the wet stormy nights they prefer for migration, But so far 
as I know this is the habit only of good-sized, downwardly-mov- 
ing eels. I am not aware that the minute fiy take to the land 
on their journey iipwaids. 

(2) Male eels arc now well known. I have gone over the 
evidence myself and examined many, But the leproductivc 
organs of both sexes remain undeveloped in fresh water — -just 
the contrary of .salmon, in which they remain undeveloped in 
sail water, 

(3) So far as I know, no eel with fully-developed rcpio- 
duclive organs has yet been .seen. Their matrimonial opcialions 
go on in llie sea where they spend their honeymoon, and wc 
only know the result in the shape of the myriads of tin cad-like 
cel-lcts, which migrate up in the well-known ccl-farc.’’ 

(4) On general principles of ccl-lifc I think it possible that 
the Inspector's thcoiy umy be correct. But your story about the 
roaclt is a poser. They certainly do not take to walking abroad. 
It reminds me of the story of the Irish milk-woman who was 
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confronted with a stickleback found in the milk. “ Sine, then, 
it must have been l)iid for the poor cow when that came tluuugh 
hei teat.” 

Surely the Inspectoi cannot have overlooked such a crucial 
fact as the presence of othei fish in the loservoiis?

Hotel Rmm Vaudols, Gliqn, Switzerland, 
Sejii , 21, 1887. 

My dear Hooker — I saw in the Times yesterday the an- 
nouncement of Ml. Symonds’ death. I suppose the deliverance 
from so painful a malady as heart-disease is haidly to be 
lamented in one sense; but these incieasinjj gaps in one’s inti- 
mate circle ate very saddening, and we feel for Lady Hooker 
and you. My wife has been gieatly dcpiesscd by hearing of 
Mrs. Carpenter’s fatal disorder. One cannot go away for a few 
weeks without (inding somebody gone on one’s retiun. 

1 got no good at the Madcianer Thai, so we migrated to our 
old ([uarters at AroUa, and there I picked up in no lime, and 
in a foilnighl could walk as well as evei. So if thcic arc any 
adhesions tliey are pretty well stretched by this time. 

1 have been at the Gentians again, and worked out the de- 
velop men I of the flower in G. purpurea and G. c amp c sir Is. The 
results aie very pretty. They both stall from a thalamifloral 
condition, then become coiollifloral, G. pmpurea at first ic- 
sembling G. Inlca and G. campesttis, an Ophelia^ and then 
s pec i all sc to the Plychantha and Stephanantha forms respec- 
tively. 

In G, campesiris there is another very cuiious thing, The 
anthers are at first introise, but just before the bud opens they 
assume this position | sketch | and then turn tight over and be- 
come extrorse. In G. purpurea this docs not happen, but the 
anthers aic made to open outwards by thcii union on the inner 
side of the slits of dehivSccnce. 

’riiere are several other cm ions bits of morphology that have 
turned up, Imi I reserve them for our meeting. 

Jieyond pottering away at my Gentians and doing a little 
willi that cxlraoi dinary Cynanchum I have been splendidly idle. 
After three weeks of the ascetic life of Arolla, wc came here to 
acclimatise ourselves to lower levels and to fatten up. I go 
.straight through the table dlidtc at each meal, and know not 
indigesUon, 

My wife has fared not so well, but she is all right again 
now. Wc go homo by easy stages, and expect to be in Marlbor- 
ough Ldace on Tuesday. 

With all our best wishes to Lady Hooker and yourself — ■ 
iCver yours, T. H. Huxley. 

The second visit to Arolla did as much good as the first. 
Though unnble to Hi ay more than a week or two in London 
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itself, he was ^really invij»oialc<l Ills lenewed slrenRlh 
enabled him to cany out vigorously such woik as he had 
pul his hand to, and still more, U) endure one of the Riealesl 
sorrows of his whole life whicli was lo befall him this 
autumn in the death of his dauRlder Maiiati. 

The cnntroveisy wliicli fell lo his share immedialely Ujion 
his return, has already been nieiUioiKM! (p, i6S). This was 
all pait of the war for science which he took as his neces- 
sary portion in life; but he would nol pluuRe inlo any otlier 
foims of controversy, however intercsliiif^. So he writes 
to his vSon, who had conveyed him a message from Ihe 
editor of a political review : —

No political article from me! L have had Ui l)low olT my 
indignation incidentally now and then lest wnise might befall 
me, but as to seiious |H)lilical conlrovc'rsy, I have (dher lish to 
fry. Such influence as f possess may he most usefully em[)|(>yi‘d 
ill piomoling various educational movemenls now afoot, and 
I do not want to bar myself from working with men of all 
political paities. 

So excuse me in the pieltiost language at your comiiuuid 
lo Mr. A. 

Nevertheless politics very soon <lrow liim into a new 
conflict, in defence, he it said, of science against the possi- 
ble contamination of jiolitical inllnenres. Trof. (now Sir) 
(r. Ck vStokes, his successor in llie chair of tlie Royal Society, 
accepted an inyilalion from the University of ( amhridge to 
stand for election as their memlxM* of I’arliameiU, ami was 
duly elected. Tliis was a step lo wliich many bVllows of 
the Royal Society, and Huxley in espeeial, objected very 
strongly, Troperly to fulfil the duties of both offices at 
once was, in his opinion, impossible. It might seem for the 
moment an advantage that the acereiliteil head of the seb 
cntific world should rejiresent its interests officially in Pai * 
liament ; hut the precedent was full of danger. Scieiun* ludiig 
essentially of no party, it was especially needful for such 
a representative of sdemee (o keep free from all possible 
cnlanglenienis ; tu avoid coininitting science, as it w<'r(‘, offi- 
cially to the policy of a party, or, ay its inevitable consc^^ 
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(|iience, introducing political consideialions into the choice 
of a fiitiiie President. 

Dniin^ liis own tenure of the Presidency litixley had 
caiefully al)slaiiu‘d from any official connection with societies 
or |)ul)lic movements on which the feeling of the Royal 
Society was divided, lest as a body it might seem commit- 
led by the peison and name of its President. He thought 
It a mistake tliat his .succCvSsor should even be Piesidcnt 
of ilie Victoiia Jnsiitute. 

Thus tlietc is a good deal in his correspondence bear- 
ing on tins matter. He wiites on November 6 to Sir J, 

I looker ; — 

I am extremely excicised in my mind about Stokes* going 
into Pailinnu'itt (as a strong parly man, morcovci ) while still 
JM't.S. ! <lo not know what you may think about it, but to my 
mind it is utterly wiong — ami degrading to the Society — by in- 
troducing politics into its affairs. 

And on the same day to Sir M. Foster: — 

1 think it is exliemcly improper for the President of the 
K.S. to accept a position ns a paity politician. As a Unionist I 
should vole foi him if 1 had a vole for Cambridge University, 
hut for all llmt I think it is most lamentable that the Presidency 
of tlu‘ Society should l)e dragged into party mud. 

When 1 was Pie.sideul 1 refused to take the Presidency of 
the Sunday l^Migne, because of the division of opinion on the 
siihjeet. Mow we are being connected with the Victoria Insti- 
tute, and sucked into the slQUgh of polilic.s. 

*riu‘se consideraiion.s weighed heavily with sevcial both 
of the ohier and the younger members of tlic Society; but 
the majority were indifferent to the dangers of the precedent. 
'The Couneil eoiild not discuss the matter; tliey waited in 
vain for an oflieial announeement of his election fiom the 
Pr<’sidenl, while lu*, as it turnetl out, expected them to 
broach the suhjeet. 

Various proposals were discussed; but it sccined best 
that, as a preliminary lo further action, an editorial aiticle 
wrilteii by Huxley sliould t)e inserted in Nature, indicating 
what was tolt by a section of the Society, and suggesting 
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that resignation of one of the two olTices was the riglU so!u' 
tion of llie dilliculty. 

iMiially, it seemed that peihaps, after all, a '‘masterly 
inactivity” was llic 1)esi line of action. VVitliout risk of an 
aiitlioiitative decision of the Society ” tlie wrong way,” onl 
of peisonal regard fui tlie rresident, llie <iuestion would he 
solved for him by actual expt'rience of work in the Mouse 
of Commons, where he would doubtless discover that he 
must “renounce cither science, or iiolilics, or existence.” 

This campaign, however, against a pthiciple, was canicd 
on without any personal feeling. The jierfect simplicity of 
tlie President’s attitude woid<l have disarmed the hottest 
opponent, and iiuleed Muxley took occasiiin to wiite him 
the following letter, in reference to which he writes to Dr. 
Imster: — “J hate (loing things in the daik ami conid not 
stand it any longer.” 

/V<. I, iK8v. 

Mv imAR vStokks— W hen we met in tlie hall of the Alhe- 
lacum on Monttay evening I was on tlie point of speaking to 
you on a somewhat delicate topic; namely, niy responsihilily for 
the leading article on the Pie.sidency of K.S. and polities whieh 
appeared a fortnight ago in Natuir. Ihit [ was rostraiiu'il l>y 
the relleclion that I hacl no riglu to say anything alioul the 
matter without the con.sent of the hklilor of Nature, I have 
obtained that consent, and I take the earliest opportunity of 
availing my.self of my freedom, 

[ should have greatly preferreil to sign the article, and its 
anonymity is due to nollung but my stiong desin* to avoid the 
inlioduetion of any personal iirchwancics into the discussion of 
a veiy grave ([ueslion of prineiple. 

] may add that as yon are (piite certain to vole in tbe way 
that f tiiink right on tlie only political (|uestloiis which gi isilly 
interest me, my action lias not been, mul cannot lie, in any way 
atfected by political feeling. 

And as (here is no one of whom 1 have a higher opinion 
as a man of science-- no one whom I .shouhl he more glad lo 
serve under, and to support year after year in the t'hair of the 
Society, and no one for whom f entertaiii feeliug.H of more sin 
cere fricn<lslnp~^I trust you will helieve that, if there is a word 
in the article which appears inconsistent witli these feeling.s, it 
is there by oversight, ami is sincerely regreUed. 
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Duihij? llie thiily odd yeais we have known one another, 
wc have often had bloui battles without loss of mutual kind- 
ness. My chief oliject in tiouhling you with this letter is to 
expicss the hope that, whatevei happens, this slate of things may 
contiiMie. — I am, youis very faithfully, T. H. Huxley, 

]\S. — r am still of opinion I hat it is better that my author- 
ship sliould not ))e olhcially lecognised, but you arc, of coiUvSe, 
free to use the information I have given you in any way you 
may think fit, 

To this the PrCvSident returned a very fiank and fiicndly 
reply ; saying he had never dreamed of any incompatibility 
existing 1 )etwcen the two offices, and urging that the Presi- 
dency ouglit not to constrain a man to give up his ordinary 
duties as a citizen, Jle concludes: — 

And now 1 have stated my case as it appears to myself; let 
me assme you that nothing that has passed tends at all to dimin- 
ish my friendship towaids you. My wife heard last night that 
Ihc aitieio was yours, and told me so. T jathcr thought it must 
iiave been written by some hot Gladstoniun. It seems, liowcver, 
111 at luM’ in formant was right, »She wislies me to tell you that 
she leplied to her informant that she felt quite siuc that if you 
wrote it, it was because you thought it. 

dk) which ITuxley replied: — 

f am much obliged for your letter, which is just such as I 
felt sure you would write, 

Pray lhank Mrs* Stokes for her kind message. T am very 
grateful for her conlidenec in my upiighlncss of intention. 

We nuisi agree to diffei. 

ft may he needful hir me and those who agree with me to 
place our opinions on record; hut you may depend upon it that 
nothing will lie done which can suggest any lack of friendship 
or re.spect for our President, 

It will be seen from this correspondence and the letter 
to Sir J. nonnelly of July 15 (p. 179), that lluxley^vas a 
staunch Unionist. Nol that lie considered the actual course 
u( iCnglish nde in Ireland ideal ; his main point was that un- 
der the circumstanceH the esiahlishmenl ot Home Rule was 
a distinct betrayal of trust, considering that on the strength 
of (iovcnimenl promises, an immense number of peisoiis 
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had entered into contracts, had hoiiRht !an<l, and staked (heir 
foi tunes in Treiaiid, wiio would he mined by the eslablisli- 
nient oi Home Rule. Moi cover, he lield that the o( 

self-pi eservaiion entitled a nation to lefuse to eslahlish at 
its veiy f>ates a power whicli could, and pci haps wouhl, l>c 
a danger to its own existence. Of the capacity of the iiisli 
peasant for self-government he had no high iipinion, and 
what he had seen of the countiy, and especially the great 
central plain, in his tre<iuent visits to Ireland, convinced him 
that the balance between ^subsistence and population wouhl 
speedily create a new agraiian (inestioii, whaUwer political 
schemes were introduced. Hus was one of tlie only polilh 
cal questions which interested him.*' 

Towards tlic end of ()ct()l)er he left r,(mdon (or I laslings, 
paitly for his own, I)ni >still more (or his wife’s sake, as she 
was far from well. He was still busy with one or two Royal 
Society C’omniiUecs, and came tip to town occasionally to 
attend their meetings, especially those dealing with the 
borings in the Delta, 'and with Anlaiclic exploration, 'riuis 
he writes: —

But he did not come up that 'rimrsday. 1 (is wife was 
for a time too ill to be left, and he winds up his letter of 
November 2 to Dr, Foster with the reflection:-—

have come to my time of life you will say as I do — Lucky it is 
no worse. 

Novcnibc) 6.— I am veiy glad to hear that the £500 is 
granted, and I will sec to what is next to be done as soon as I 
can- Also I am veiy glad to find you don’t want my valuable 
service on Council R.S. I lepcnted me of my offer when I 
thought how little T might be able to attend. 

One thing, liowcvci, affoulcd him gicat pleasure al this 
linie, tie writes on November 6 to his old friend, Sir J. 
I looker ; —

the Copley Medal to yon has given me, U you were not my 
dear {>1(1 friend, it would rejoice me as a mcic matter of justice 

— of which there is none too much in this “ rum world,” 

as Whitworth’s friend called iL 

'L'o the reply that the award was not according to itile, 
inasmuch as it was the turn for the medal to be awarded 
in another branch of xscience, he rejoins; — 

1 had foigoilcMi all ahoul the business — but he had done 
notliiiig to deseive the Copley, and all I can say is tliat if the 
present awaid is contraiy to law, the ” law’s a hass” as Mr. 
Ihnuhle said. lUU 1 don’t believe that it is. 


I fe replies also on November 5 to a clerical correspond- 
ent who had writleti to him on the distinction lictwccn 
shclircl^ and rehmes, and accused him of wilful l)liiidness 
in his theological controversy of t886: — 

J.el me assure you that it is not my way to set my face 
against lieing convinced l)y evidence, 

I re?dly cannot hold iiiyvSelf to he icsponsihlc for tlic transla- 
tors f)f the Revised Version of the O.T, Tf I had given a 
translation of the passage to which you refer on my own an- 
thmity, any mistake would lie mine, and T should be hound to 
acknowledge it. As I did not, J have nothing to admit. I have 

every respect for your and Mr, ’s aulhoiity as Hebraists, 

but r iiave noticed that Hebrew scholars aic apt to hold very 

divergent views, and before admitting either your or Mr, ’s 

interpretation, I should like to see the question fully divScussecl. 

If, when tlic discussion is concluded, the balance of authoiity 
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is against the icvised vcision, T will carefully consider how far 
the needful alieiations may affect the substance of the one pas- 
sage in my reply to Mr. t Gladstone whicti is ultecLed by it. 

At present I am by no means clear that it will make much 
difference, and in no case will the main lines of my argument 
as to the antagonism between model 11 science and the i^eiUatench 
be a( fee led. The statements f have made are public propm'ty. 
If you think they are in any way enoneous I must ask you to 
take upon yourself the same amount of responsibility as I have 
done, and submit your objection to the same ordeal. 

There is nothing like this test foi reducing things to their 
true piopoi lions, ami if you try it, you will probably discover^ 
not without some (liscomforl, lliat you leally had no reason to 
ascribe wilful hlindne.ss to those who do not agiee with you. 

ITc was now prepaiing to complete his canipaigu of lire 
spring on leelinical education by delivering an address to 
the "rechnical Kducation Association at Manchester on 
November 29, and looked forward to attending the aniii- 
yeisary meeting of the Royal Society on liis way luune next 
day, and seeing the t'opley medal conferivd upon his old 
fricml, Sir J, llooker. ITowevei, unexpecleil trouble befell 
him. First he wa.s much alarmed al)oul liis wife, who had 
been ill more or less ever since leaving Arolla. 1 fai)|)ily it 
turned out that there was nothing worse than could l>e set 
right by a slight operation. lUit nothing had l)een done 
when news came of the .sudden death oi liis second daughter 
on November ly. “ f have no heart for any thing just now,” 
he writes; nevertheless, he forced himsoU to fnlfd this im- 
portant engagement at Manchester, and in the (md the 
necessity of bracing himself tor the undertaking acted on 
him as a Ionic. 

TL is a trine, perhaps, hut a trillo significant of the dis- 
turbance of mind that could overrule so firmly fixecl a 
liahil, that the two first* letters ho wrote after receiving the 
news are undated; almost the only omission of the sort f 
have found in all his letters of the last IweiiLy-fivo years of 
his life. 

Ills dauglileris long illne.ss had left liim willioul hope 
for months past, hut this, as he confessed, i\n\ not mend 
mailer.s much, In his letters to In.s two most inlimaic 
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fi iciuls, he recalls her brilliant promise, her happy marriage, 
her “ faculty foi art, which some of the best artists have told 
1110 amounted to genius*” But he was naturally reticent in 
these matters, and would hardly write of his own griefs 
unbidden even to old friends.

My Die All Spencer — You will not have forgotten niy bright 
girl Marian, who niaiiicd so happily and with such bright pros- 
pects half a dozen ycais ago? 

Well, she died three days ago of a sudden attack of pneu- 
monia, which carried her off almost without warning And 1 
cannot convey to you a sense of the teirible sufferings of the 
last thice years belter than by saying that I, her fathci, who 
loved her well, am glad that the end has come thus. . . . 

My poor wife is well-nigh ciiishcd by the blow. Foi though 
1 had lost hope, it was not in the nature of things that she 
should. 

Don't answer this — I have half a mind to tear it up — for 
when one is in a pool of trouble there is no sort of good in 
splashing other people. — Ever yours, T. H. Huxley. 

As for his plans, he writes to Sir J. Plookcr on Novem- 
lier 2 \ : — 

I had set my heart on seeing you gel the Copley on the 30th. 
In fact, r made tlic Manchester people, to whom I had made a 
promise to go down and address the Technical Education Asso- 
ciation, change their day to the 29th for that reason, 

T cannot leave them in the luich after stiiring up the busi- 
ness in the way I have done, and I must go and give my address. 
But L must get back to my poor wife as fast as I can, and I can- 
nol face any mote publicity than that which it would he cowaidly 
to shirk just now. So I shall not be at the Society except in tlic 
spirit.— Ever yours, T. IL Huxley. 

And again to Sir M. Foster: — 

You cannot lie more sorry than I am that I am going to 
Manchosior, but I am not proud of chalking up 'Dio popery” 
and nmniiig away— ‘for all Evan.s' and your cliaff— and, having 
done a good deal to stir up the Technical Education business 
and the formation of ilic Association, I cannot leave them in 
the lurch when they urgently ask for my services. . . •

heait for anything just now.

If 
any one tells me that the evidence of the existence of man in 
the mioccnc epoch is as good as that U])on whicii I freijueiiily 
act every day of my life, 1 reply that this is (piite true, hut that 
it is no sort of reason for believing in the existence of miocene

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Surely no one but a born fool can fail to be aware that we 
constantly, and in very j^iave conjunctions, are oldiged to act 
upon cxtrciucly bad evidence, and that very often we suffer all 
vSoits of penalties in consccjueiicc. And surely one must be some- 
tlung worse tiian a born fool to pietend that such decision under 
the pressure of the enigmas of life ought to have the smallest 
inOnence in those judgments which are made with due and sufh- 
cient deliberation. You will sec that these considci ations go to 
the rtM)l of the whole matter, 1 regret that I cannot discuss the 
([uesUon mote at length and deal with sundiy topics put foiward 
ill your letter.

Two more Iclicrs of the year refer to the South Kensing- 
ton exnniinationvS, for which Huxley was still nominally 
res|)onsible.

assist by criticising the (juestions and thinking out the

Vvoxw this time on, the effects of several yeais’ com- 
parative rest )>ecamc more perceptible. His slowly return- 
ing vigour was no longer sapped by the unceasing strain 
of nutllifarioits occupations. And if his rccuirent ill-heallh 
soinotimes seems loo strongly insisted on, it must be re- 
membered that lie had always worked at the extreme limit 
of hi.s powers — Uie limit, as be used regretfully to say, 
imi)osed on his brain by his other organs — and that after 
bis fust breakdown he was never very far from a second. 
When this (inaily came in 1884, his forces were so far spent 
that he never expected lo recover as he did. 

In the nmrnage this year of his youngest daughter, 
Huxley was doomed lo experience the momentary little 
twinge whicli will somcLiines come to the supporter of an 
unpopular principle when he first puts it into practice among 
his own belongings.

As such they deserve, and 
have leccivcd, all the honours which those who are the best 
judl^es of theii puiely scicnlilic lUCiits aie able to bestow. But 
it so hap 1 ) 0 ns that these subtle and patient searchings out of the 
ways of the infinitely little— of the swaiming life wheic the 
eieatme that measures onc-thonsandth pait of an inch is a giant 
— have also yielded lesults of supreme piactical inipoi lance, 
'fhe path of M. Pasleui’s investigations is^sticwed with gifts of 
vast monetary value to the vSilk liadcs, the brewer, and the wine 
merchant. And this being so, it might well be a ptoper and 
graceful act on the pait of the tcpicsenlalivcs of trade and com- 
nieiee in its greatest centre to inuke some public recognition 
of M. Pasteur ^8 sei vices, even if there were nothing fuither 
to be said about them. But thcic is much more to be said.

I cannot conceive that any competently 
instructed pci .son can consider hi* Paslcur^s labours in this direc- 
tion wilboul arriving at Ibe conclusion that, if any man has 
earned the piaisc and honour of his fellows, he lias. I find it 
no less (lilfieull to imagine that our wealtliy countiy should be 
Ollier than ashamed to continue to allow its citizens to profit by 
llie tiealment freely given at the Institute without contributing 
to its support, Opposition to the proposals which your Lord- 
ship sanctions would he equally inconceivable if it arose out of 
nothing hut the facts of the case thus presented.

When it is rif^htly stated, the Agnostic view of ‘Wniracles'' 
is, in my judgment, unassailable. We are not Juslihed in the 
a luioti assertion tlial the older of nature, as expeiience has 
revis'ded it to us, eaiinol change. In arguing about the miraeu- 
lous, the assumption is illegitimate, because it involves the whole 
point in dis[)ute. Ihirlhermore, it is an assumption which takes 
us heyomi the range of oiu faculties, Obviously, no amount of 
past experience eau warrant us in anything more than a corre- 
spondingly stioiig expectation for tlie present and future. We 
(ind, practically, that expectations, based upon careful ohseiva- 
lions of past events, aie, as a rule, trustworthy. We should l)e 
foolish indeed not to follow tin* only gidile wc have thiough life. 
ihU, for all that, our higiiest and surest generalisations lemain 
on th(‘ levi‘l of jusliliahle expectations; that is, very high pioha- 
hilitics. I'or my part, 1 am unable to conceive of an intellb 
gi'Mce shapcil on the model of that of men, however .superior it 
mif;hl he, which could he any better off than our own in tins 
respect ; that is, whicli could po.ssess logically juslifiahle giounds 
for certainty ahmd the constancy of the order of things, and 
therefore he in a position to declare that such and sucli events 
an‘ itnpnssihhs Sonu* of the old mythologies lecogiiised this 
clearly enough, beyond and above Zeus and Odin, there lay the 
unknown and insciutahle h'atc which, one day or other, would 
crtimple up them and the world they ruled to give place to a 
new Ollier of things. 

I sincerely hope that f shall not he accused of Pyrrhonism, 
or of any desire to weaken the foiindation.s of raliotial certainly. 
I have merely desired to point out that lational certainly is one 
thing, and talk about " impossihilitie.s," or violation of natural 
laws,’* another. Rational eeitainly rests upon two grounds; the 
one lInU the evidence in favour of a given slalenuml is as good 
as It can he; the other, that such cviilcuce is plainly insunicient, 
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III llu‘ foinu'i* case, I he sCateinenl is U> he InKeii as Inu', in I lie 
laller ns iinlnie; until Mnuelhiu|;^ aiises to lunitjfy tlu' venliel, 
whieli, liowevei prnpeily reiuhed, may always In* innie oi' less

'rennyson he considered the gieatest hhiglish master of 
nudody t‘xeepl Spenser and Keats.

I iind only two occasions on which ho wrote to the Times 
this year; one, when the crtisatle was hegun to capture the 
IloanI Schools of London for sectarianism, and it was sug- 
gested that, wlien on the first Scliool Hoard, he had appioved 
of some such definite dogmatic teaching*. This he set light 
al once in Ihe following letter of April 28, with which may

Of this oeeasion Professor Henry h\ Oshorn, one id his 
old pupils, writes in Ins ” Memorial 'rrihnte to *rhnmas II. 
Huxley** {T}wisacimLs of the N. Wctid* Soi\ vol. xv.): ■ 
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lliixicy’s lasL“^[)ul)lic appearance was aL the meeting of the 
ihilish Association at Oxfoid. He had been vciy urgently in- 
vUetl to attend, for, exactly a quaiter of a cenUuy before, the 
Association had met at Oxford, and Huxley had had his famous 
encounler with Bishop Wilhcrfoice, It was felt that the anni- 
ve[>sary would he an historic one, and incomplete witliout his 
presence, and so it proved io he, Huxley’s especial duty was to 
second llie vole of thanks foi the Maiquis of Sahshuiy’s address 
‘-one of the invariable formalities of the opening meetings of 
llu‘ AssociiUion. Tho meeting pioved to he the gicatest one in 
the history of I he Association. The Shcldonian Tliealic was 
jiackt'd with one of the most distinguished scientihe audiences 
ever brought togelhei, and the address of the Marquis was 
woilliy of the occasion. The whole tcnoi of it was tlic unknown 
in sciiuice. Bussing fiom the unsolved piohlems of astiononiy, 
cluanistry, and physics, he came to biology. With delicate irony 
he spoke of the coinforliuj^ word^ 07JolHtioH” and passing to 
llic WiMsmannian coniioveisy, implied that the diamcli ically 
opposed views so frequently expicsscd nowadays threw the 
whoU‘ proces.-i of evolution into doiihl. It was only too evident 
that liie Maiapus himself fouml no comfoit in evolution, and 
even enlt'i’tained a suspicion as to its probability. It was \yell 
woith the whole journey to Oxford to watch Huxley dining this 
poilion of lh(’ addtess. In his icd doctor-of-laws gown, placed 
upon his siiouldeis by the vciy Ixidy of men who had once rc- 
fcneil to him as a Mi, Ilnxley,”lhe vSank deepci into his chair 
upon the very front of the platform and restlessly tapped his 
foot. 11 is situation was an unenviable one. He had to thunk 
an ex-Biime Minister of England and present Chancelloi ' of 
Oxfonl University for an address, the sentiments of which were 
directly against those he himself had lieen maintaining for 
twenty live years, He said afterwards that when the proofs of 
the Mar<[ui,s\s addiess were put into his hands the day he foie, 
he la^aii sed that he had before him a most delicate and dilBcult 
task, Lord Kelvin (Sir William Thomson) one of the most 
ilistinguished living physicists, first moved the vote of thanks, 
hut his reception was nothing to the tremendous applause which 
greeted Huxley in the heart of that University whose cardinal 
ptinciples he had so long been opposing. Considerable anxiety 
had been felt by his fiiemls lest his voice should fail to fill the 
■ theatre, for it had signally failed dining his Romanes Lectin e 
((elivered in Oxford the year before, hut when Huxley arose he 
‘ reminded you of a vcneiahlc gladiator leturning to the arena

this one thittg is perfectly certain that it is only by pursuing 
his melhoils, by lhal woiidet fill .single-mindedness, devotion to 
tinth, readim‘ss to saerifiee all things tor the advance of definite 
knowbslg(‘, lhal we can hope to come any nearer than we arc 
at presen’l to the trulh.s which he struggled to attain.

Iti bis mind no eiunpronnse was i>i)ssible between iiiUh 
and untnitli, I Aipdnst authorities ami innueiiees he pub- 
lished i\hui\s I'htiC in Nalnn\ tltou|»!i warned by his friends 
tliat to <lo so meant luin to his prosjteets. When he had 
one(' let) the wav and eliallen|.;(*{l the upholders of conveii- 
lional otlhoiloNv, others backed Itim up with a vvliolc 
aiiuiiuiy of fails, Ihit his fiRhl was as far us possible for 
the tinth itself, for fact, not merely for controveisial victory 
nr petsonal Itininpln Y<‘t, as has been said by a repre- 
sc-nbativi‘ of a vi*iy dilTerent scliool of thoiiRht, who can 
womler that he shonld have hit out sliaiRhl from the shoul- 
der, iu leply to viohmt or insidiotts attacks, tlio stupidity 
of Nvhieh smnetimes lueiited scorn as w<'ll as an[»ei ? 

In his iheoloipcal eontnweisies he was mj less careful to 
avoid any appnateh to intna* ahiise or ribaldry sueit as sonic 
opponents of {‘hristian dofpua imlnlRcd in, luir tins reason 
lu‘ refused to intei|»ose in the well ’known h'oole ease, Dis- 
eussiou. he said, could hi* earrii^d on elTeciually without 
deliberate wonudiuK of others* fe(dinp[s,

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As he wioic in reply to an appeal fot help in this ease

I have not lead the wriliiiRS fni wliieh Mr. I'ootc was 
prOvSecntccl, JUiL, unless theii nature has been giussly luisrepre 
sciited, [ cannot say that J feci disposed lo iulerveiie on his 
behalf, 

1 am ready to go great lengllis in defence of freedom of dis^ 
cussion, but I decline to admit that lightful fieedoin is aUaeke<h 
when a in*an is pievenled fioiu coarsely and hrulally insulting 
his neighboius' honest beliefs, 

I would ralhei make an effort to gel legal penalties iudicled 
with equal rigour on some of the anti-scienlilic hlaspliemers * 
who aie quite as coarse and unmannerly in their attacks on 
opinions worthy of all respect as Mr, h'oole can possilily have 
been. 

The grand result of his {leterininalion not to compromise 
where truth was concerned, was the seetiring freedom of 
thought and speech, One man after another, looking hack 
on his work, declares that if we can say what we lliink now, 
it is because he fought the battle of freedom, Nol indeed 
the halllo of toleration, if loleralion means toleralion of error 
for its own sake, Itiror, he thought, ought to he extirjialt d 
by all legitimate means, and nol assisted hecause it is con- 
scientiously held, 

As Lord llohhonse wrote, soon after his ilealh:— 

I see now many laudatory notices of him in papers, Ihil f 
have not seen, and I think the younger men do not know, tlml 
which (apart from science) f should put forwanl as his strong- 
est claim lo reverence ami gratitude; aud (hat is tin* steadfast 
courage and consummate ability with which he fought the battle 
of uiiollecUial freedom, and insisted that people should he 
alinwed to speak their honest convictions without being op- 
pressed or slatulered )jy the orthodox, Ife was one of those, 
perhaps the very foremost, who won that priceless freed<ini for 
us; and, as is too common, people enter into the hilionrs of Ihe 
brave, and <lo not even know wluU their eiders endured, or what 
has been done for themselves. 

With this went a proud indepemlence of spiril, iulolerant 
of patronage, careless of titular houours, iudifTeretil In tlu‘ 
accumulathm of worldly wealth, fie careil little even for 
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of his work; If I had £i:ioo a year,” ^ he ex- 
elahiied at the oulseL of his caiccr, “ I should be content to 
work anonymously for the advancement of science.” The 
only recof’'niliou he considered worth having’, was that of 
the scientific woihl; yet so little did he seek it, so little 
insist on (juehtions of piiority, that, as Professor Plowes 
lells me, Iheie are at Soutli Kensington among the mass of 
unpublished drawings from dissections made 1)y him, many 
which show that he hud at rived at discoveiics which aftcr- 
wanls brought eredil to other investigators. 

1 le was as leady to <lisclaiin for himself any merits which 
really belonged to his predecessors, whether philosophical 
{)r scienlilic. lie was too well read in their works not to 
he aware of the <l(‘!)l owed them t)y his own geneiation, 
and he remimh‘<l Ihe world how little the scientific insight 
of (loethe, for insiaiiee, or the solid labours of Ikiffon or 
Neanmur nr l.amarck, deserved oblivion. 

'file only point on which he did not claim recognition 
was tlie lionesly of Ids motives, lie was incapable of doing 
anything nmlerliand. and In' could not beai even the appear- 
ane<‘ of sneli conduct towards his friends, or those with 
whom lie liad Imsiness rclalion.s, Tn such cases he always 
look tlie l)ull by tin* liorns, acknowledged an oversight or 
explained what was callable of misunderstanding. The 
choice lietween ICdward l'*orl)es and Hooker for the Royal 
Socii'ly’s medal, or the explanations to Mr. vSpcncer for not 
joining a social refoi’in U'agiie of which the laltci was a 
|)Mnniiienl nuMuber, will .serve as instances.

luir hiunu'K, he let no personal feelings stand in the way 
when fact negaiiveil his theories: once convinced that they 
wmr untenalile, he gave up naHtyhhts and the European 
orhdu of the llorst' wilhotU hesitation. 

The regard in which he was held by his friends w^ si^

a friend williout alteiinp^ his friendship. 

A lifelong impression t>f liirn was thus suiuineil op l)y 
Dr. A. {{. Wallace:*- * 

I liiul that he was luy jnnier hy lwi» years, yet he has always 
seemed to me to lie the nlder, mainly lu* tloulit, heeause Imm the 
very hrst time I saw liim (nnw more than fnity years apn), I 
recopmised Iiis vast snperioiiiy in ahifity, in luiuwledip*, and in 
all those ((nalities that enahle a man to take a foieninsi place in 
tlie wm*l(i. I owe him thanhs for mueh kimlness .uul for ussua 
ance always eoislially piven, and alllionjdi we had many ilitfei 
enees of ojiinicm, I never receivoil from liim a harsh or utihind 
word. 

To iliose who enuhl only jud|»e him fioin his ismlro^ 
versial literaltire, tir from a formal Inuaness nuHliop^, lie 
often appeared liard and unsympathetic, but never to those 
who saw beneath the snrfaee, In )iersunal itdereonrse, if 
he disliked a man and a strong;; individnalily has strojip* 
likes and dislikes lie would merely vidl Ins feeliiips under 
a superalnindaiU politeness of the chilliest kind; but to any 
one admitted lo his friendship he was sympathy ilsidf, And 
thus, ullhoui^di I have lieard him say that his fiirmls, in 
the ftillest S(‘nse of (he woni, cimld (le K'idvomai on tlie 
fmpers of one hand, the impression he mmie n)ion all who 
came within the circle of his friendsliiii was such that ipdle 
a nmnhcr tell themselves lo possess his intimacy, ami one 
wrote, after his death; ** I (is many private friends are ;iD 
most iempletl Pi forp;et (lie pnhlic loss, in Ihinkiipf of the 
(tualilies whieli so endeared him to them all." 

Uolh the S|ieeiilalive and the piacticul siilcs of his in^ 
lellect were sironply deveiopeih (hi the one haml, lie hml 
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•ui inl(‘nsc love of kno\vledj*c, the dcsiie to attain true 
knovvlod|>c of facts, and to or^nnivse them in their true rela- 
tions. 1 lis rontiihntions to pure science never fail to illus- 
Iraie hnlh these tendencies. 11 is earlier reseaiches brouj^^ht 
to lif^hi new facts in animal life, and new ideas as to the 
aHinilies of the crealuies he studied; his later investigations 
were coloured by Darwin’s views, and in return contributed 
no lillle direct evidence in favour of evolution. I hit while 
the jirogiess of the evolution theory in hhiglaud owed more 
to his clear and unweaiied exposition than to any othei 
cause, wiiile from the first he had indicated the jioints, such 
as llie causes of sterility and variation, wliich must he cleared 
up by fuither investigatioti in older to complete the Dar- 
winian theory, he did not add another to the many si)ccu- 
lations since pul forwaiil 

On the othei hand, intense as was his love of pure 
knowle<|ge, il was balanced by his unceasing desire to apply 
that knowledge in the guidance of life. Always feeling 
that .science was not solely for the men of science, l)ul for 
the pi‘ople, his eonslani object was to help the struggling 
world to ideas which slioiild hel[} lliem to think truly and 
so to live rightly. It is still true, he declareil, that the i)eoplc 
perisli for want of knowledge* ff I am to he remeim 
hered at all,” he writes (see Vol. T, p, 510), ”T should 
like to he rememtiered as one who <lid his liesl to help 
the pi'oiile*” And again, he says in his Auloliiogiaphi- 
eal Skeleli. that other marks of success were as nothing 
if he could hope that he ” had somewhat helped that 
inovi'inenl c)f opinion wliich has been called the New 
U(‘formation.” 

This kind of aim in his work, of taking up the most 
fruitful idea of his time and hringiiig it home to all, is 
lypifu'd by his remark as he entered New York harhour 
on his visit to Ameiiea in 1H76, and watched the tugs hard 
at work as llH‘y traversed the hay. ” If T were not a man,” 
h(‘ sail!, ” I lliink f should like to he a tug.” 

'Pwo incidents may he cited to show that he did not 
enlin‘ly fail of appriTialion among those whom he tried to 
helj}. Speaking of the year Professor Mivart writes

( In his sliulenls he made a deep and lasting impression, 

ills leclnres (writes Jcffeiy Parker) were like Iikh writings, 
luminnnsly clear, wilhnul (he faintest dispusition to desccml to 
the ii'vel nf his audience; elotiuenl, hut with no trace of the 
iMiiply rheloiie whieh so often does duly for that (iiialily; full 
ol a high st'ritHisiiess, hut with no suspicion of pedantry; light'* 
eneil hy an <K*casional eplgiam or Hashes of caustic luuuoui, 
hut witli nom* of the small jooulaiity in which it is such a 
l(‘inpta(imi lo a lecturer lo indulge. As one listened to him one 
fell that comparative analoniy was indeed worthy of the dc- 
volioM of a life, ami that to solve a morphological problem was 
as line a thing as lo win a battle. He was an admirable 
drauglil small, ami his htackhoard illuslralions were always a 
great f<‘ature of his lectures, especially when, In show the rela- 
tion of two aiiimni types, he would, hy a few rapid sliokes and 
sinmlj'es, evolve the one into the othei lie fore our eyes. He 
MSMued lo have a real aiTeelinn for some of the specimens illus- 
trating his lecluri's, ami would handle them in a peculiarly loving 
minmer; when he was leelnring on man, for instance, he wottlil 
sniuetinies thrown his arm over his shoulder of the skeleton be- 
side liim ami lake its hand, as if Us silent companionship were 
an insjMralion, 'I'o me his lectures before his small class at 
Jermyn Street or South Kensington were almost more impres- 
sive than the iliseomses at the Royal Institution, where for an 
hour and a half lie poured foiili a .slieain of dignilied, earnest,

the national ily of the student enabled him to fully appreciate the 
hinnoui. 

Fhe same note is sounded in Professor Mivait's descrip- 
tion of these lectures in his Reminiscences: — 

'The great value of Huxley’s anatomical ideas, and the ad- 
iniralile clearness with which he explained them, led me in tire 
aulirnm of i8()i to seek admission as a student to his course of 
lectures at the School of Mines in Jermyn Street. When I 
entered Iris small room there to make this request, he was giving 
the iinishing touches to a dissection of part of the nervous sys- 
tem of a skate, worked out for the hcncfit of his students. He 
welcomed my a])plication with the greatest cordiality, save that 
he insisted J should he only an honorary student, or rather, 
shouhl assist at his IccUucs as a fiicnd, I availed myself of 
his permission on lire very next day, and subsequently attended 
almost all his lectui-es thoi*e and elsewhere, so that he one day 
said lo me, “ f shall call you my ‘ constant r‘eadcr7 ” To be such 
a reader was to me an inesiimahlc privilege, and so I shall ever 
consider ii» I have heard many men lecture, hut I never heard 
anyone lecture as did Ihofessor Tiuxlcy. He was my very 
idr-al of a lecturer'. Distinct in utterance, with an agreeable 
voices htcid as it was possible to be in exposition, with admirably 
ch(»scn language, sulTiciently rapid, yet never hui'iied, often im- 
pi-cssive in maimer, yet never otlici’wisc than completely natural, 
and somelimes allowing his audience a glimpse of that rich fund 
of humour ever ready to well forth when occasion permitted, 
Muucliinos accompanied will, an cxlia gleam in his bnght dark 
cyc',. somelimes expressed will, a dryness and giavily of look 

which gave it a double zest, 11 . 

I shall never forgel the (irsl lime I saw him cnlci his lectiire- 
HH.m, lie came in rai.idly. ycl wilhonl InisUc, and as the clock 
si nick, a hrief glance al his amlicncc and Ihcii at once to work

preceding one, ’I'hu course was amply illustrated by excellent

A country school 
lad (Mine near llu‘ houndaiy line in the examination; though gen^ 
eially weak, his worst fault was a confusion of the paits of tim 
lu'ait. In his description of that oi^an he had tiansposed the 
valves. Oil appeal, Huxley let him thiouj^h, observing, most 
cliaraelm’islieally, " INior little beggar, 1 never got them cor- 
leelly myself until ( icllectcd that a bishop was never in the 
right.’'* Again, a student of moie advanced years, of the 
mugging’” ly|)c, who had come olf with Hying colours in an 
elenu^nlary exaininalion, showed signs of uneasiness as the ad- 
vanced one approached. ” Stick an observation into him,” said 
lliwley, It was stuck, and acted like a stiletU^, a jump into 
I he air and tiller collapse being the result. 

With his hearers Huxley was most sympathetic. Ife always 
assmned ahsolule ignoiancc on their pait, and took nothing for 
granled.’l' When time permitted, he would teinain uftei a Icc- 
lure In answer cpieslions; and in connection with his so doing 
liih womlerful posver of gauging and rising to a situation, once 
came out most foicihly. 'Purning to a student, he asked, “ Well, 

I hojie you imderslaud it all,” All, sir, hut one part, during 
which yon stood helween me and the hlaekhoard,” was the reply: 
the rejoinder, ” 1 did my best to make myself clear, hut could 
not render iiiyHclf transparent.” Quick of comprehension and 
of action, he would slam! no nonsense. The would-he teacher 
who, wholly mililled hy nature for educational work, wak mo- 
menlarily dismissed, realised this, let us hojie lo his advantage, 
And the man sus)a*cled of taking Holes of Huxley’s lectures for 
pnhliealinii unauthorised, jirohahly learned the lesson of his life, 
on iieing reminded that, in Itu' fust place, a lecture was the prop- 
erty of the person who delivered it, and, in the second, he was 
not lh<‘ I'lrst piu’son who had mistaken aspiration for inspiration. 

'I’hnugh eanditl, Huxley was never unkind. ... 

Huxley never forgot a kindly action, never forsook a friend, 
imr allowed a labour to go unrewarded. In testimony lo his 
sympathy to thosi* ahnul him and his self sacrifice for the cause 
of seieuce, it may be slated that in the old days, when the pro-

The citations, analyses, maps, 
with which he fiequently accompanied his leading, wcie all 
part of the same method of acquiring facts and setting tliem 
in Older within his mind. So careful, indeed, was he in 
giving nothing at second hand, that one of his scientific 
friends repioached him with wasting his lime upon un- 
necessary scientific work, to which competent investigators 
had already given the stamp of their authority. “ Poor 

■ was his comment afterwards, if that is his own 

practice, his work will nevei live.” On the literary side, 
he was omnivorous — consuming everything, as Mr. Spencer 
put it, from faiiy tales to the last volume on metaphysics. 

Unlike Darwin, to whom scientific research was at 
length the only thing engrossing enough to make him 
oblivious of his ncvei -ending ill-hcaltli, to the gradual ex- 
clusion of other interests, literal y and aitistic, Huxley never 
lost his delight in liletaliiie or in art. Ke had a keen eye 
for a picture oi a piece of sculptiiie, for, in addition to the 
diauglitsman^s and anatomises sense of foim, he had a 
strong sense of colour. To good music he was always sus- 
cei)tible.^ lie played no instrument; as a young man, 
however, he used to sing a little, but his voice, though 
lute, was never strong. But he had small leisuie to devote 
to ail. On his holidays he would sometimes sketch with 
a film and rapid touch. His illustrations to the of 

flic Ratllcsuakc show what his untrained capacities were. 
lUil to go to a conceit or opera was rare after middle life; 
to go to the theatre rarer still, much as he appreciated a 
good play. His time was too deeply moitgaged; and in 
later life, tlie deafness which grew upon him added a new 
difficulty.

“ A eel lain lime since it was heresy to bicathe a word 
against Halo; hut 1 have a nice story of Sir Henry 1 [olland, 
lie used to liave all Ihe lising young men to breakfast, and 
turn in\l their latest ideas. One morning f wont to break- 
fast with him, and we got into very intimate conversation, 
wlien lie wound up by saying, * In my opinion Plato was 
an ass! Ihil doidt tell any one T said so.*'*

I slnrtild call him (fi^adibsius Oldimus Maximus. 

Amdlier time, referring to Dean Stanley's historical 
impn‘ssionability, as militating against his sympathies with

The account of Creation in 
ticncsis hi‘ dismissed al in\ce as imhisloiical ; hnt Ihe call of 
Ahrahani, and Ihe hislorieal narrative of the Pentateuch, lie 
acceptisi, ‘riiis was hecanse he had scon Palestine— hut he 
wasn't pi (♦sent al the Creation. 

Wlu'ii lt‘* itn^l Stanley met, there was sure to he a brisk 
ininvhange of n imrlee. One of these occasions, a hallol 
night al the Allietueum, has lieen reconled by the late Sir 
w! n. Plower:'-- 
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Church, who had made himself famous iiy pi edieliutu, of die 
speedy cominp; of the eiiil of (lie woifd, was up for eleeliuii. I 
was slaudiuii; iiy Huxley when tlie Dean, coininp sIraiKlU from 
the liallol boxes, litrueil luvvards im. “Well,” said lluxli>y, 
"have you been voliiijjf fiu C. ?” " Yes, indeed 1 have,” leplied 
the Dean. "Oh, 1 ihouffhl die piiesls weie always opjioseil lo 
die prophets," said lJuxley. “Ahl” replied die Dean, wilh 
dial wclt-kiunvii twinkle in his eye, and (he sweeleal of smiles, 
"but you see, 1 do not lielieve in his piopheeies, and sonie 
people say I am not much of a priesl.” 

A few Winds us lo his home life muy jieilmiis he (illy 
inlroditccd here, 'rowanls his ehildien he had (lie same 
union of iniderlyhig leuderness veiled lieiiealli iiillexihle de 
Icrnitnalion for what was rinht, wliieh marked his iiiier- 
coiirse wilh those outside his family. 

As chikliTn we were fully eonseious of this side of his 
cliaracler. We fell our little hypoerisies shiivel iip hefure 
him; we fell a coiilidenee in the infallihle reelitude of his 
moral jiulRuienls whicli insiiired a kind of awe. 1 lis arliil ■ 
ninicnl was instant and final, llimif>h rarely invoked, and 
was perhaps the more Iremeiulons iii jiroportiuii lo its 
rarity. Thus aspect, as if of an oraele willioiil aiipeal, was 
hciglitenodin onr minds by the fact tlial we .saw hnl little 
of him. lliis was one of llie ptmallies of iiis iim’d"driven 
cxfsteuce, Jn the struggle lo keep iiis head above water 
for the first fifteen or Ivveiily years of hi.s married life, he 
had scarcely any lime lo devote to hi.s ehildien. ‘file 
“lodger,’’ as he used lo call himself at one time, who weiii 
onl early and came hack lal(‘, could sometimes .spare half 
an hour jusl before or after dinner lo draw wonderful pie- 
lures for Uu! liltlc ones, and Ihese were iiieinorahte iieeasions. 

I remember llial he used lo profess a horror of heing loo 
closely walchcd, or of receiving .stiggeslions. while he drew. 

lake care, lake care,’’ he would exelaim, “or I don’t 
know what it will lin n into." 

When 1 was seven years old I InnI ihe misforlnm* lo lie 
laid up with .scarlol fever, and Ihen his gift of drawing was 
a great solace lo me. 'riie solilary days for I was Ihe lirsl 
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true tiitibl may soar. I call it a Pigguriie^ or a iiaimony in 
Otange and White.” 

Picbcrvc it, my dear child, as evidence oi the paternal 
gcmiis, when those light and fugitive piodiictions which aie 
bill led in the philosophical transactions and elsewheie are foj- 
gotten.

Later on, however, the younger child ion wlui IcojiL up 
the home at Mailborough JMace after the older ones had 
married or gone out into the world, enjoyed more oppor- 
ttmilics of his cver-mcllowing coiiipanionship. Strongly as 
he upheld the conventions when those repiosoiited some 
valid results of social experience, he was always ready (o set 
aside his mere likes and dislikes on good oaiiso shown; to 
follow reason as against the mere prejudice of oustoni, even 
his own. 

Scvcie he might be on occasion, but never liaish. Ilis 
idea in 1)iinging' up his children was to aoeusloin llieni as 
early as possible to a certain ainoiml of imlepenilence, at llie 
same time trying to make Iheiu regard him as I heir best 
friend. 

This aspect of his character is specially loucheil ujion 
by Mr. Leslie Stephen, in a letter written to my luotlier in 
July i8y5 

No one, E think, could have more conlially adniired Huxley’s 
iiilellecUml vigour and unllinching lionesly than 1, It pleases 
me to remember that T lately said soiuelhing of tins to him, ami 
that he received what T said most heartily and Kimlly, I hit 
what now dwells most in my mind is the memory of old kind 
ness, and of the days when 1 used to see him wilii you ami liis 
children, I may safely say that I newer came from your house 
without thinking how good lie is; what a lendei ami arfectioniitc 
nature the man has I It did me good simply to sec him, 'Hie 
lecollcciion Is sweet to me now, and I rejoice lo think how 
inrniitcly heiter you know what 1 must have been dull indeeil 
not more or less to jicrceive. 

As he wrote to his son on his tweniy-Iirst IjirllKlay : — 
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You willbave u son souk* fUiy youiscU, I suppose, and if you 
do, I can wish you no ^realei saLisfaclioii than In be able to say 
that lie has i cached manhood without having given yon a serious 
anxiety, and that you can look foiwaid with entile confidence 
to Ins playing the man in the battle of life I have tried to 
make you feel yi>nr lesponsihilities and act independently as 
eaily as possible™ but, once for all, lemembei that 1 am not only 
your father hut yom neaiest ft lend, leady to help you in all 
things i-easonable, and perhaps in a few unreasonable. 

This domestic hatipiness which struck others so forcibly 
was one of the vital realities of his existence. Without it 
Ids (juiek spiiil and ncivous tenijierainent could never have 
endnred the long* ami often enihittcred stinggle — not meiely 
with enuanindty, hut with a constant gtowth of sympathy 
for earnest humanity, which, in caily days oliscured fioin 
view l)v th(' lunnoil of strife, at length became appaicnt to 
all as the tide of bailie subsided. None realised moie than 
himself what the sustaining help and eoinradesldp of mar- 
rieil life had wronghl for him, alike in making his life worth 
living and in making his life\s work possible. Mere he 
found ihe pivot of Ins happiness and his strength; here 
lie recognised to the full the eaie that look upon itself all 
ptissihle hnnhms and left his mind free for his greater 
work. 

lie had always a gre;il tenderness for children. One 
of my earliest reeolleelions of him," writes Jeffery Parker, 
“ Is in connection with a leller he wrote to my father, on 
the occasion of the death, in infancy, of one of my lirothers. 
‘ Why.* lu‘ wrote, * ilid you not tell us before liial the child 
was nanieil after me, that we might liave made his short life 
happier by a toy or two.* I never saw a man more eruslied 
than lie was during the tlangennis illness of one of his 
dangiUtu’s, and he told me that, having Ihen to make an 
aflm-dinner speech, he broke down for the first time in his 
life, and for oiu* painful moment forgot where he was and 
what he had U> say. I eaii truly say that f never knew a 
man whose way <if speaking of his family, or whose manner 
in Ins own home, was fuller of a noble, loving, and withal 
[dayful courlesy." 
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Aftci he had retired to lLasll)Oiirne, liis grandchildren 
loa^X'd the l)cnelit of liis Rrealer leisure. In his a^e his love 
of childien brimmed over with undiininished foice, nnini- 
peded by ciicumstances. He would niako endless fun witli 
tlieiii, until (me litile mite, on her ihst visit, with wlu)in 
her ^landfather was (lying to ingratia(o himself wtlli a vast 
deal of nonsense, exclaimed : Well, you are the cuiioushesl 
old man 1 ever secn/^ 

Another, somewhat older, develojied a gieat liking for 
astronomy under her grandfather’s Utiliom One day a vis- 
itor, cnleiing unexpectedly, was astonished to find the pair 
of them kneeling on the Iloor in the hall before a large sheet 
of paper, on which the protesvSor was (hawing a diagram 
of the solar system on a largo scale, with a little pellet 
and a large ball to represent earth and siiii, while the 
child was listening with the closest attention to an ae- 
count of the ])lanets and their movements, wliieli lie knew 
so well how to make simple and jiroeise without evei 
being dull 

Children seemed to have a natmal conlidetice in the 
expression of mingled power and sympatliy which, espe- 
cially in his later years, ii radiated his sijuare, wise, swarthy 
face,” ‘f' and j)rociaimcd Uj all the sublimation of a broad 
native humanity tried l)y adveisity and struggh* in the )mr- 
suit of noble ends, ft was the confidence that an ajipeal 
would not he rejected, whether for help in distress, or for 
the satisfaction of the chtld’s natural desire for knowl- 
edge. 

Spirit and determination in children always delighted 
him. His grandson Julian, a eiirlydiaired rogue, alleniately 
cherub and pickle, was a source of great aumsenieiil anil 
interest to him. The b(^y must have been about four years 
old when my father one day came in from the garden, wheie 
he had been diligently watering his favonriti' ])lants with a 
big hose, and said: ”1 like that chap! I like the way he

with his (u'andson, fioni a Photogtaph 
bv Kent and Lacey, i8c)^. 
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looks you straight in the face and disobeys you, I told him 
not to go on the wet grass again. He just looked up boldly, 
straight at me, as much as lo say, ‘ What do mean by 
oidcriiig me about?' and deliberately walked on to the 
gniss.'^ 

The disobedient youth who so charmed his grandfather's 
heat I was the prototype of Sandy in Mrs. Hunipluy W'ard’s 
David Grm^c. When the book came out my father wrote 
to the author: “We are very proud of Julian’s apotheosis, 
hie is a most delightful imp, and the way in which he use<l 
to defy me on occasion, when he was here, was quite lefrcsh- 
ing. The vSlicngtli of his conviction that people who intcr- 
feie with his ficedom arc ccilainly foolish, probably wicked, 
is ([inlc Gladstonian." 

A yeat afiei, when Julian had learned to write, and was 
reading the immortal Water Babies, wherein fun is poked 
at his grandfather’s name among the authorities on water- 
babies and water-beasts of every description, he greatly 
desired moie light as to the reality of watcr-liabics. There 
is a pictute by Linlcy Sambotiine, showing niy father and 
Owen examining a bottled water-baby under big magnify- 
ing ghusses. Here, then, was a real authority to consult. 
So bo wrote a letter of enquiry, first anxiously asking his 
mother if be would receive in reply a proper letter” that 
he could lead for himself, or a “wrong kind of letter” that 
must be lead to Ifim,

1’oitnne had ceased her hnlTels; hioken heallh was le- 
siored ; anil fioni his rcslinp-piace ainonp his hooi^s and his 
jdanls he watched keenly the slrupple which had now passcil 
into other hands, still ready to strike a hiow if need he, 
or even, on larc occasions, to return lo the liphlinp line, 
as when he ))ecaine a leader in the movement for l.omlon 
llniveisily reform. 

Tlisilays at iCaslhourne, then, were lull of occnpalion, if 
not the occupation of foimer diiy.s. 'I'lie day hcpan as 
early; he never relaxed from the rtde of an eiphi o’clock 
l«eakfa.sl. 'J'licn a pijw and an hone ami a half ol letter 
wiilinp: or working: at an essay, ’riieii a slant expcdilinii 
aiound the garden, lo insjiecl the crecjiers, lend the sa\i' 
fiages, or see how the more e.ximsed shruhs could best he 
sheltered from the shrivelling winds, 'I'he giiivelled ten .ice 
immediately heliind the house was called liie (Juailerdeck ; 
it \yas the place for a hrisk patrolling in uncertain weather 
or in a north wind. In the lower ganleii was a parallel 
walk inoteeled from the sonlli hy a high double hcd|';e of 
cypiess and golden elder, designed for shelter from the 
smnmer sun and soutiierly winds. 

Then would follow another spell of work till near one 
o’clock; the weatliei niiglil tempi him out again Iiefore 
lunch; hut afterwards he was eerlain lo he out for au hour 
or two froin halt-jmsi two. However liard it blew, ami 
Itastliourne is sehloui still, the tiled walk along the sea wall 
always olTered the possihilily of a eonslitntional, Ihil Ihe 
high expanse of the Downs was his favourite walk. 'Die 
air of Heaehy Head, 5O0 feel up, was au mifuiliug lonie. 
fn the summer he used lo keep a look out for iliV little 
flowers <)f the short, elose lurf of the chalk which could 
remind him of his Alpine favourites, in |iarlien!ar the eiiiioii.s 
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phytcunia ; and later on, in the folds of the hills whcie he 
had maikcd them, the En{>lish g^entians. 

After his walk, a cup of lea was followed by 11101 e read- 
ing or wilting till seven ; after dinner another pipe, and then 
he would retinn to my mother in the drawing-room, and 
setile down in his paitictdar aiin-chaii, with some tough 
volume of history or theology to lead, every now and again 
seoring a passage for future reference, nr jotting a iirief note 
on the niaigin. At ten he would migrate to the study for a 
final smoke before gtiing to bed. 

Such was his routine, broken by occasional visits to 
town on business, for he was still Dean of the Royal Col- 
lege t)( Science and a tiuslec of the Biilish Museum, Old 
fiieiuls came occasionally to stay for a few days, and tea- 
lime w'ould often bring one or two of the small circle of 
fi lends whom he had made in Eastbourne, These also he 
occasionally visited, but he scaicely ever dined out. The 
talking was too tiring. 

The change to ICastlioiune cut away a whole scries of 
inleiesls, l)Ul it inipoUed a new and very .strong one into 
my fathers life, llis gawlcn was not only a convenient 
amhulaloiy, but, with its growing flowers and trees, became 
a novel and intense pleasure, until he began “ to think with 
Camlide that ‘ (‘ullivons notie jardin ^ compiises the whole 
duty of man.’' 

It was strange that this interest should have come stul- 
denly at the end of his life, Though he had won the piize 
in I .indley’s botanical class he liad never been a field lint- 
anisl till iie was ailracied by the vSwiss gentians. As has 
bc(’U said before, his love of iiatuie had never iim to col- 
lecting cillier jdants or animals. Mere “ spider-hunters and 
liav naturalists,” as a Ccniuin friend called them, he was 
inclined to regard as the camp-followers of science, U was 
llu‘ cngiiieeiing side of nature, the unity of plan of animal 
iM)nslniclion, worked out in infinitclv varying detail, which 
engrossed him. Walking once with Hooker in the Rhone 
valley, where tile grass was alive with red an<l green grass- 
hoppers, he said, ” 1 would give anything to be as interested 
ill them as you are,” 
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Hut tilts fcoIinR", unknown lo him bchnr, hrokt' oul in 
his genthiii wotk. TFe told Hooker, “1 ean’l expu'ss the 
delight r have in them/' Ft continiuul nndinunislu'd when 
once he settled in the new hons(‘ and hud t)Ut a gaidej). 
His especial love was for the rockery of Alpines, uiauy of 
which came from Sir J. liookeu 

Tleie, then, he threw himself into gardening with eiiar- 
acleristic atdour. lie desciihed his |>osili<m as a kind of 
mean between the science of the botanist and llte empiricism 
of the working gartlener, I le had plenty t<» suggest, but his 
gatdener, like so many of his trthe, had a ioine<l mislrnst 
of any gardening lore culled bom hooks, ** Hooks? ’'TheyM! 
say anything in tliem i)()oks/’ And he sliared, UHn eover, 
that common siijicrstition, perhaps really I)as(M| uj)on a (lues- 
tion of Iai)0Ur, tliat watering of tloweis, mnn'cessaiv in wet 
weather, is actively had in dty, Si» my falh(‘r*s chief oeem 
palion in the garden was to niuieh ahoul \vitl» a long, Imsi^ 
wateiing, and waleiing especiallv his alpitus in tlie upper 
garden and along the tenaces lying below the house, 'riu* 
vsaxibages and the creej)ers on the hotise weie his favotiiili* 
plants. When lie was not watering the one he would he 
nailing up the oilier, for the winds of h'aslhoiune aie le^ 
markahly lioislerous, and sluivel up what llnw do nol blow 
down. lielieve f shall lake to gardening/' lu- writes, a 
few months after entering (he lU'w house, “ if 1 liv<‘ lung 
enough, 1 have got so tar as to take a lively inleresl in the 
condition of my shrubs, whicli have been awfully Ireatisl by 
the long cold/* 

From this lime his h'tlers contain many reb-renet^s to 
his garden. He is astonished wlu-n his gardener asks leave 
to exhiliil at the local show, but delighted wilh Ids pim k. 
Hooker jestingly sends him a plant “ wliieli will IlMiirisli 
on any dry, neglected bit of waif, so I tinnk it will just 
suit yoii/^ 

Great improvements have been going on fhe wrih-s in 
and the next lime you come yon shall walk in |jn‘ avenue of 
four hox-lrecs, Only live are lo he had for hwe or money al 
present, Iml there arc Impes of a sixth, and then the "avenue*' 
will be full ten yards long ! ihgarcja vous t’li ) 
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It was of this he wrote on October i : — 

'riiank Heaven we aic settled down again and I can vibrate 
between my beloved books and even more beloved saxifrages. 

Tlic additions to the bouse aic great imptovements every 
way, outside and in, and when the conservatory is finished we 
shall 1)0 quite i)alatial ; but, alas, of all my box-trees only one 
nMiiains gtoen, that is the **amaii,” or more piopcrly “fusci” 
aliqutd. 

Sad things will hat)pcn, however. Although the local 
llorists vowed that the box-trees would not stand the winds 
of luistbourne, he was set on seeing if he could not get them 
to glow despite the gardcncis, whom he had once or twice 
found false prophets. Hut this time they were right. Vain 
wete watering and mulching and all the arts of the husband- 
man. The Irees turned bi owner and browner every day, 
and the Ultle avenue fiom tcirace to tcirace had to be 
ignoniiniotisly uprooted and removed.

As you aie awsire, he was practically the founder of the 
Anllii’ojiologieal InsliluUs Here again, in the late Yio’s and 
(’ally '70s, he was most clearly contemplating a far-reaching 
intjuiiy into the physical aiuliropology of all races of man- 
kind. 'I'heie remain in testimony to this some 400 to 500 
photographs (which I have hud carefully arianged in order 
and registered), most of them of the mule figure standing 
erect, with the arm extended against a scale.

APl'ENDIX IT 

Ills administiativc vvoilc as an ofliccr of the koyal 
Society is described in the following note by Sir Joseph 
Hooker : — 

Mr. Huxley was appointed Joint- Secretary of the Royal 
Society, November 30, 1871* in succession to Ih. Sliarpey, Sii 
George Airy being Ihesident, and Professor (now Sii (Icoige) 
Stokes, Senior Secretary, He hchl llie oKice till November 30, 
1880. The duties of the oQice aie manifold and heavy; they 
include attendance at all the meetings of the hVllows, and of 
the councils, committees, and suh-comniiUees of the Society, 
and especially the supervision of the printing and illuslialing 
all papcis on biological subjects that are published in die So- 
ciety’s Transactions and Proceedings: the latter often involving 
a protracted coricsptmdence with the authors. '1 o this must lie 
added a share in the supervision of the staff of ofliceis, of the 
library and correspondence, and the details of house-koe|>ing. 

The appointment was well "limed in the interest of the So- 
ciety, for the experience lie had ohluined as an 0 flic or in the Sur- 
veying Expedition of Captain Stanley rendered his co-opinvilion 
and advice of the greatest value in the efforts whicli the Society 
had recently commenced to induce the (lovernnicnl, through 
the Admiralty especially, to undertake the physical and bio- 
logical cxploiation of the ocean, It was hut a few iiionlhs 
before his appointment that he had been placed upon a com- 
miitee of the Society, tlirough which tl.M.S, /Vorif/nnc was 
employed for this purpose in the ICuropean seas, aiul negolialions 
lia(l already been comiiienced with the Admiralty for a voyaf^e 
of circumnavigation wilh the same objects, which evenlualed 
in the C/m/Zeuger Expedition. 

Tn the first year of his appoinlmoiU, the cquipnienl of the 
Challenger, and selection of its onicers, was enlrnsteil to tin* 
Royal Society, and in the preparation of the instnudions to the 
naturalists Mr. Huxley had a dominating responsihilily, In the 
same year a concspondence commencecl with the India OHice 
on the subject of deep sea dredging in the Indian Ocean (it 
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came to nothing), and another with the Royal Geographical 
Society ou that of a North Pol at Expedition, which resulted 
in the Nates Expedition (1875), In 1873, another with the 
Admiralty on the advisability of appointing natuialists to ac- 
company two of the expeditions ahout to be despatched for ol)- 
serving the transit of Venus across the sun’s disk in Mauritius 
and Keiguclen, which resulted in tliiec naturalists being ap- 
pointed. Arduous as was the coiiespondcnce devolving on the 
JHologieal Secretaiy, through the instructing and instalment of 
these two expeditions, it was as nothing compared with the 
oflicial, deini -official, and private, witli the Goveinmcnt and in- 
dividuals, that aiose fiom the Government request that the 
Royal Society should arrange for the publication and distribu- 
tion of tlic enoimoiiB collections brought home by the above- 
named expedition. It is not too much to say lliat Mr. Huxley 
had a voice in every detail of these pulilicalions. The sittings 
of the Committee of Pul dication of the Challenger Expedition 
collcclions (of which Sir J. D. Hooker was chairman, and Mr. 
Ifuxley the most active member) were ptoli acted fioin 1876 
to 1895, and resulted in the publication of fifty royal quarto 
volumes, with plates, maps, sections, etc., the work of seventy- 
six authors, every shilling of the cxpendituic ou which (some 
X 50, 000) was passed under the authority of the Coniniiltcc of 
Publication. 

Nor was Mr. Huxley less actively interested in the domestic 
affaiis of the Society. In 1873 the whole establishment was 
translated from the Imilding subsequently occupied by the Royal 
Academy to that which it now inhabits in the same quadrangle; 
a flilting of library stuff and appuitenances involving great rc- 
spcinslbiUiicvS on the officers for the satisfactory rc-cstablisliment 
of the whole institution. In 1874 a very important alteiation 
of ibe l)yc“lawR was effected, whcioby that which gave to Peers 
tile privilege of being proposed for election as Fellows, without 
previous selection by the Committee (ancl to which bye-laws, 
as may he snpptJSed, Mr, Huxley was especially repugnant), 
was replaced by one rcsiricting that piivilege to Privy Council- 
lors. In 1875 he actively suppoiled a proposition for extending 
Ihc interests taken in the Society by holding annually a recep- 
lion, lo which the lady friends of the Fellows who were in- 
terested in science should be invited to inspect an exhibition of 
some of the more recent inventions, appliances and discoveries 
in science. And in the same year another icform took place in 
which he was no less interested, which wa.s the abolition of the 
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(‘iiliancc fees foi ordinal y Fellows, wlucli Inul piovcd a bar to 
the coininjr fotwaid of men of small incouK'S, biU p;ieaL emi- 
nence. The loss of income to I ho Socioly fioni I Ins was nioL 
by a suhsciiplinn of no less lhan 110,66^, laiseil almost eiUiiely 
amongst the Fellows ihcmscivos for llic pnr|>ose. 

fn 1876 a responsibility, that fell heavily on the Seeietaiies, 
was the alloimont annually of a giant by the Tieasiiry of £4000, 
to he expended, under the diieclion of the Royal '' and olliei 
learned societies, on tlic advancement of science. ICveiy lieiail 
of the business of this grant is under talcen by a laige commit Lee 
of the Royal and other scientific societies, wliich me els in the 
Society’s looms, and where all the Imsiness connected with tlie 
giant is conducted and the leconls kept.
